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THE   SYSTEM   OF    EDUCATION. 

The  educational  system  of  Loyola  University  aims  at  training 
the  mind  and  character  of  the  young  student  while  equipping 
him  with  the  knowledge  and  the  scientific  viewpoint  which  will 
fit  him  for  his  vocation  in  life. 

Loyola  University  holds  as  a  cardinal  principle  of  sound  edu- 
cation (and  the  common  opinion  of  most  educators  on  this  point 
is  being  confirmed  by  the  general  demand  of  Professional  Schools 
and  even  commercial  organizations)  that  a  college  course  following 
the  completion  of  the  regular  high  school,  is  the  only  adequate 
foundation  for  a  successful  career,  whether  in  business  or  in  a 
profession. 

The  Meaning  of  a  College  Course. 

The  graduate  of  the  best  standard  high  school  is  not  fully 
trained;  he  cannot  be  fully  equipped  for  life.  His  work  has  been 
introductory;  he  has  merely  laid  a  foundation  for  real  study  and 
the  serious  pursuit  of  knowledge. 

The  College  curriculum  begins  to  build  on  this  foundation. 
The  problem  is  not  one  merely  of  books  and  subjects;  it  is  pre- 
eminently one  of  training  the  young  man  to  use  his  own  mind  and 
senses  scientifically,  orderly,  thoroughly.  With  the  purpose  of  his 
life's  pursuit  in  constant  view,  such  subjects  are  selected  as  will 
make  him  master  of  the  great  tools  of  education  with  which  he 
must  always  work. 

Knowledge  of  Languages. 

One  of  the  first  requisites  of  a  cultured  man  is  the  power  of 
self-expression  through  the  medium  of  language.  A  mastery  of 
English  in  all  its  forms  is  essential,  while  the  habit  of  reading 
and  research  through  the  volumes  that  crystallize  the  master 
thoughts  of  the  world's  greatest  thinkers  is  a  most  potent  factor 
in  a  man's  future  success.  In  this  reading  age,  a  man  must  be  a 
trained  reader  and  familiar  with  the  best  literature  in  his  chosen 
field. 
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Importance  of  the  Classics. 

The  classical  languages  are  again  coming  into  their  own.  The 
helpfulness  of  Latin  and  Greek  in  understanding  scientific  nomen- 
clature; the  necessity  of  some  knowledge  of  the  languages  from 
which  our  own  English  was  derived,  as  a  means  to  understand  our 
literature  or  to  use  our  mother  tongue  with  precision  and  force; 
the  influence  of  the  classic  models  of  art  and  style  in  shaping 
our  present  day  forms  of  culture  and  expression,  and  the  inspira- 
tion and  ideals  that  owe  their  life  to  the  wisdom  of  the  past 
golden  ages  of  literature;  these,  and  many  other  considerations 
are  bringing  thinking  students  back  to  the  earnest  pursuit  of  the 
treasures  bequeathed  to  us  by  Greece  and  Rome. 

The  Scientific  Attitude  of  Today. 

So  rapidly  has  Science  forced  itself  upon  the  minds  of  the 
present  generation  that  no  student  is  qualified  to  hold  his  own  in 
the  world  who  does  not  equip  himself  with  the  fundamental 
methods  and  the  general  facts  of  the  sciences  of  Biology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry. 

Aware  of  this  urgent  need,  Loyola  University  has  just  opened 
its  new  Science  Building  which  is  equipped  to  meet  the  exacting 
demands  of  modern  progress. 

Every  opportunity  is  given  to  the  student  to  gain  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  sciences,  or  to  specialize  in  that  particular  science 
which  he  may  deem  most  useful  in  his  later  life. 

Philosophy,  the  Key  of  Knowledge. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  gathering  of  mere  informa- 
tion or  the  storing  of  scattered  facts  of  science,  history  and 
literature,  does  not  make  the  educated  and  cultured  man.  The 
mind's  innate  thirst  for  all  truth  and  the  foundations  of  truth, 
forces  it  to  pursue  its  inquiry  into  the  near  and  remote  causes 
of  this  wonderful  universe.  To  link  together  the  findings  ot 
science,  to  solve  the  riddle  of  created  things  and  to  understand 
the  purpose  and  destiny  of  life,  this  is  the  truth  which  the  mind 
seeks.  Through  a  sound  course  of  Philosophy  one  learns  to  use 
his  intellectual  powers  in  discussing  the  vital  questions  of  the  day 
and  comes  to  have  a  broad  and  deep  outlook  upon  life,  and  rev- 
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erence  for  the  great  principles  by  which  life  grows  to  its  perfect 
goal. 

Character-Building  and  Moral  Training. 

Wonderful  as  is  the  function  of  developing  the  human  mind, 
more  tremendously  vital  is  the  essential  duty  of  education  to  form 
the  character  and  ideals  that  will  be  reflected  in  a  truly  moral 
and  ethical  life.  The  University  is  particularly  attentive  to  the 
influences  and  environments  which  so  strongly  influence  the  moral 
habits  being  formed  at  this  time,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  imbue 
the  mind  with  correct  principles,  motives  and  ideals  of  right 
conduct. 

The  University  is  convinced  that  without  religion  there  can  be 
no  solid  foundation  for  ethical  character  or  moral  conduct.  It 
strives  to  cultivate  a  right  conscience  in  its  students  towards  the 
discharge  of  their  civil,  social  and  religious  duties.  The  culti- 
vation of  the  christian  virtues  and  the  fulfillment  of  each  one's 
religious  obligations,  are  insisted  upon. 

Catholic  students  must  attend  lectures  on  Evidences  of  Eeligion, 
and  must  be  practical  and  regular  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  relig- 
ious duties.  Students  of  other  faiths  are  excused  from  religious 
lectures,  but  they  are  required  to  abide  by  the  strict  principles 
of  the  christian  code  of  ethics. 

Physical  Education. 

Following  the  requirements  of  modern  education,  the  University 
has  put  in  the  department  of  Physical  Training. 

Students  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  a  course  in  physical  exercise,  under  the  personal 
direction  of  Mr.  Fred  Walker,  Ph.  B.,  professor  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation, completing  a  full  unit  in  each  year. 

BUILDINGS. 

Location. 

Loyola  University  is  admirably  situated  in  the  garden  district 
of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  on  St.  Charles  Avenue,  opposite 
Audubon  Park.  Many  street  car  lines  pass  close  to  the  University, 
making  it  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 
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The  whole  neighborhood  about  the  University  is  the  choicest 
residence  portion  of  the  city.  Students  may  easily  obtain  room 
and  board  with  private  families  within  a  few  blocks  of  the  Campus. 
Many  families  make  a  special  effort  to  cater  to  the  University 
Students.  The  rates  are  reasonable,  while  many  of  the  charms 
of  home  life,  with  its  protection  and  stimulus  to  study  and  gentle- 
manly behavior,  are  thus  afforded  by  responsible  people  who  feel 
a  personal  interest  in  the  students'  health,  study,  and  pleasure. 

Architecture. 

The  buildings  of  the  University  group  are  of  the  Tudor-Gothic 
style  of  architecture,  and  by  their  graceful,  open  outlines  and 
their  majestic  expanse  form  one  of  the  most  striking  pictures  of 
architectural  splendor  to  be  seen  in  the  Southland.  The  buildings 
are  of  oriental  brick  of  blended  colors,  trimmed  in  grey  sandstone 
or  terra-cotta.  All  of  the  group  buildings  are  new  and  strictly 
fireproof. 

Louise  C.  Thomas  Hall.  This  building  is  devoted  to  the 
Faculty,  and  to  such  Associations  as  work  for  the  growth,  develop- 
ment, and  wider  influence  of  the  whole  University.  It  is  the  gift 
of  Mrs.  Louise  C.  Thomas,  whose  generous  benefactions  have  been 
a  stimulus  to  religious  and  educational  development  in  New 
Orleans. 

Maequette  Hall.  This  magnificent  structure  of  four  floors, 
200  x  65  feet,  is  the  main  building  of  the  University.  It  i6  the 
home  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  serves  temporarily 
for  the  Law  School. 

The  McDermott  Memorial  Church.  This  is  perhaps  the 
most  impressive  piece  of  architecture  in  the  city.  It  stands  in  its 
grandeur  and  solemnity  at  a  most  commanding  point  on  the 
Boulevard,  and  its  massive  tower  forms  the  background  of  the 
most  artistic  views  to  be  had  from  any  point  in  Audubon  Park. 

The  Church  is  the  gift  of  Miss  Kate  McDermott  in  memory 
of  her  brother,  Thomas  McDermott.  The  interior  furnishings 
and  decorations  are  the  gifts  of  special  donors. 

The  wonderful  Calvary  scene  which  forms  the  Altar,  hewn  from 
the  purest  Carara  marble  by  Italian  artists,  is  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Lawrence  Fabaeher,  K.  of  St.  G.     The  other  marble  altars  are 
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gifts  of  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bobet,  Mrs.  Wm.  P.  Burke,  Mrs.  J.  Douglas, 
and  Mrs.  Palmer,  Mrs.  Swarbrick  and  Mrs.  Douglas. 

The  interior  of  the  Church  has  been  frescoed  by  the  Jesuit 
artist,  Brother  Schroen,  S.  J.  The  arrangement  of  the  figures, 
the  choice  of  tints,  the  exquisite  touches  in  the  Mosaics  and 
windows,  give  a  thrill  of  pleasure  to  the  esthetic  sense. 

The  chimes  of  thirteen  bells  in  the  Church  Tower,  which  pour 
out  the  sacred  and  patriotic  airs  to  be  heard  for  miles  around, 
are  the  gift  of  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bobet,  who  also  presented  the  exquisitely 
carved  pulpit  recently  erected  in  the  chancel. 

The  Nicholas  D.  Burke  Seismological  Observatory  is  one 
of  the  attractive  features  of  the  Science  Department.  The  graceful 
building,  in  keeping  with  the  general  style  of  architecture,  is  a 
pretty  memorial  to  an  old  alumnus,  erected  by  his  family  which 
has  been  a  generous  supporter  of  the  University  from  its  begin- 
ning. This  building  contains  the  Vertical  and  Horizontal  seismo- 
graphic  instruments  of  the  Wiechert  astatic  type,  by  which  New- 
Orleans  receives  its  first  news  of  earthquakes  and  disturbances  on 
the  surface  of  the  globe.  This  observatory  is  one  of  many  con- 
trolled by  the  Jesuit  Colleges  and  Universities  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  in  the  interest  of  seismological  and  meteorological  science. 

New  Chemistry  Building  :  The  new  $300,000  Science  build- 
ing, which  is  being  devoted  to  Chemistry  and  allied  subjects,  has 
been  completed  and  in  use  since  September,  1924. 

The  latest  scientific  equipment  has  been  installed.  The  General 
Chemistry  laboratory  65'  x  45'  accommodates  204  men,  in  two 
sections  of  102  at  one  time.  The  Biological  and  Bacteriological 
laboratory  of  the  same  dimensions  accommodates  234  students  in 
three  sections  of  78  at  one  time. 

The  Pharmacy  department  occupies  the  whole  top  floor  of  the 
new  building.  Large  laboratories  and  lecture  halls  are  provided 
with  the  most  modern  equipment.  Besides,  Pharmacy  students  will 
have  the  use  of  equipment  in  the  General  Chemistry  and  Bacteri- 
ological laboratories  on  the  third  floor. 

The  Law  department  has  purchased  the  Lemann  property  at 
the  corner  of  Calhoun  Street  and  St.  Charles  Avenue.  It  is  hoped 
that  soon  the  Law  College  will  be  built  on  this  beautiful  site. 

New  Stadium:     The  new  Athletic  Stadium,  the  gift  of  Mr.

B.  S.  D'Antoni,  stands  beyond  the  group  of  University  Buildings, 
close  to  Freret  Street.  It  proved  its  value  as  an  asset  to  College 
life  during  the  athletic  season  of  last  year.  The  turtle-back  foot- 
ball field  is  now  covered  with  Bermuda  grass,  and  the  new  tiers 
of  seats  on  the  East  side  of  the  field  increase  the  grand  stand 
capacity  to  5,500. 

Between  the  football  stadium  and  Bobet  Hall,  a  very  fine  base- 
ball field  has  been  laid  out.  A  modern  grand-stand  and  attractive 
club-house  equipped  with  lockers  and  showers  make  this  sport  at- 
tractive to  both  spectators  and  participants. 

The  Gymnasium  Building  affords  spacious  court  for  basketball. 
It  has  special  rooms  for  visiting  teams,  shower  baths,  and  officei 
for  the  athletic  management. 

Equipment 

The  University  has  spent  within  the  last  few  years  nearly 
$125,000.00  in  increasing  its  scientific  equipment. 

Physics.  The  University  is  well  supplied  with  all  the  instru- 
ments and  materials  for  a  thorough  course  in  general  college 
physics,  and  for  advanced  and  special  courses  in  mechanics,  heat, 
electricity,  magnetism,  sound,  and  light.  The  students'  laboratory 
is  outfitted  with  apparatus  of  the  finest  quality  and  instruments 
of  the  highest  precision,  making  it  possible  for  the  students  them- 
selves to  perform  all  experiments  with  the  accuracy  and  thorough- 
ness demanded  of  university  work  in  physics. 

Besides  the  usual  array  of  equipment  necessary  for  demonstra- 
tion and  laboratory  work  in  the  regular  course  of  college  physics, 
there  are  very  many  additional  instruments  of  the  best  design  and 
the  utmost  accuracy,  opening  up  fields  in  the  study  of  physics  not 
ordinarily  embraced  in  college  courses. 

A  partial  list  of  apparatus  includes,  a  standard  meter,  fine 
cathetometers,  barometers  of  various  types,  pendulums  of  all  kinds, 
apparatus  for  determining  coefficients  of  elasticity  and  rigidity, 
Jolly  balances,  Atwood's  machine,  micrometer  microscopes,  stand- 
ard thermometers,  Boyle's  law  apparatus  of  standard  and  special 
forms,  precision  balances,  mechanical  rotary  vacuum  pumps  and 
pressure  pumps,  hand  pumps,  adiabatic  calorimeter,  electrically 
driven  tuning  forks,  complete  set  of  organ  pipes,  Helmholtz  reson- 
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ators,  kymograph,  oscillograph,  standard  cells  and  standard  re- 
sistances, Wheatstone  bridges  of  finest  makes,  potentiometer, 
standard  condensers,  Evans  dynamo-electric  equipment,  motors  and 
generators,  static  machines,  X-ray  equipment,  radio  equipment, 
optical  disc,  lenses  of  all  kinds,  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  wave- 
length meter,  telescopes,  polariscope,  projection  lanterns  of  best 
makes  with  all  accessories,  cable  testing  apparatus,  current  recti- 
fiers and  transformers,  induction  coils,  etc. 

There  is  a  supply  of  alternating  current,  one  phase  and  three 
phase,  and  a  7  h.  p.  motor-generator  set  for  delivering  direct 
wherever  needed. 

Chemistry.  The  new  Chemistry  Building  with  its  many  labora- 
tories and  lecture  rooms  is  the  last  word  in  modern  scientific 
equipment  for  the  teaching  of  chemistry  in  its  many  branches. 
It  has  all  facilities  for  thorough  and  efficient  teaching  both  by 
demonstration  and  by  laboratory  work;  and  its  outfitting  is  the 
embodiment  of  the  best  features  that  could  be  found  in  the  best 
chemical  schools  of  the  country.  Compressed  air  is  supplied 
throughout  the  building,  and  in  some  of  the  laboratories  the  in- 
dividual desks  are  supplied  with  direct  and  alternating  electric 
current.  Direct  and  forced  ventilation,  efficient  fume  chambers, 
generous  spacing  of  laboratory  tables,  commodious  lockers,  maxi- 
mum daylight  illumination;  these  are  some  of  the  things  that 
make  for  pleasant  and  fruitful  laboratory  work  under  optimum 
conditions. 

There  are  special  research  laboratories  for  advanced  work.  Be- 
sides the  various  materials  and  apparatus  required  for  the  ordinary 
courses  in  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry,  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative analysis,  physical  and  physiological  chemistry,  there  are 
many  special  instruments  of  accuracy  and  precision. 

Among  the  equipment  in  this  building,  there  are  polariscopes, 
colorimeters,  Abbe  refractometer,  furnaces  of  all  kinds,  electric 
drying  ovens,  microscopes,  spectroscope,  centrifuges,  water  stills, 
blast  lamps,  finest  balances,  platinum  ware,  etc. 

Bacteriology.  The  equipment  of  this  laboratory  has  grown  year 
by  year,  until  now  it  has  every  convenience  for  experimental  and 
research  work,  as  well  as  for  the  regular  courses.     This  depart- 
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merit  now  occupies  its  new  quarters  in  the  Chemistry  building 
where  new  laboratory  tables  of  special  design  are  already  installed. 
The  laboratory  has  capacity  for  234  students  in  three  sections  or 
78  at  one  time. 

AN  APPEAL. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  University  in  all  departments  is  mak- 
ing more  evident  each  year  the  absolute  need  of  more  buildings 
for  class  rooms  and  laboratories. 

By  the  greatest  economy  the  Jesuit  Fathers  have  saved  for  the 
University  many  thousands  of  dollars  which  would  have  been  con- 
sumed in  overhead  expense  and  in  salaries.  Besides,  the  generosity 
of  all  the  members  of  our  various  faculties  have  made  it  possible 
for  the  University  to  get  the  maximum  of  efficiency  with  the 
minimum  of  expense. 

But  such  savings  cannot  supply  the  abundant  means  necessary 
for  immediate  expansion.  The  University,  therefore,  must  look 
to  its  friends  and  benefactors,  and  to  all  those  whose  bounty  is 
being  devoted  to  the  cause  of  higher  education  for  the  generous 
contributions  and  large  donations  which  will  enable  the  Univer- 
sity to  continue  its  building  program  and  to  put  aside  an  en- 
dowment to  safeguard  the  efficiency  of  the  means  of  education 
and  the  teaching  staff. 

The  University  earnestly  begs  all  those  who  believe  in  placing 
college  education  within  the  reach  of  every  American  boy  and  girl,, 
and  who  consider  that  education  the  safest  and  best  which  postu- 
lates as  the  foundation  of  its  intellectual  development  the  form- 
ation of  character  through  moral  and  religious  education,  that 
they  come  to  the  assistance  of  Loyola  University  by  giving  financial 
as  well  as  moral  support. 

Among  those  who  have  by  bequests  aided  the  University  in 
its  great  work,  stand  prominent  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bobet,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  J.  Vincent.  The  University  is  very  grateful 
for  this  kind  and  needed  remembrance  and  trusts  that  such  splendid 
example  will  enkindle  imitation. 
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DONATIONS. 

Donors  are  requested  to  make  their  donations,  legacies,  and 
bequests  in  the   proper  legal   form  to — 

"Loyola  University,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana," 
which  is  the  legal  and  corporate  title. 

One  may  specify  the  purpose  or  use  to  be  made  of  the  gift,  and 
this  intention  will  be  scrupulously  observed.  It  is  well  to  state 
whether  the  sum  is  for  Building  and  Equipment  or  for  Endowment 
as  the  latter  must  be  invested  and  only  the  accruing  interest  may 
be  used. 

STUDENT  EXPENSES. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 
The  tuition  may  be  paid  in  two  installments,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  semester. 

At  the  time  of  registering,  each  student  must  obtain  a  card 
admitting  him  to  the  classes  on  his  schedule.  This  card  must 
be  signed  by  the  Bursar  and  the  Dean. 

Until  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  prompt 
payment  of  all  indebtedness,  no  card  will  be  issued  and  the  stu- 
dent will  not  be  admitted  to  regular  classes  nor  be  allowed  to 
take  any  examinations. 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  student  who  applies  for  registration  to 
come  prepared  to  meet  his  financial  obligations  according  to  these 
rules.  The  University  is  unwilling  to  make  exceptions  for  any 
student. 

Students  who  live  outside  of  New  Orleans  can  obtain  pleasant 
rooms  in  the  neighborhood  for  from  $10.00  to  $15.00  per  month. 
The  University  is  equipped  with  a  very  fine  modern  Cafeteria, 
where  the  students  can  take  their  meals  at  reasonable  rates. 
The  University  does  not  conduct  student  dormitories.

The  Athletic  fee  entitles  the  student  to  admission  to  all  athletic 

events  and  the  privilege  of  participation  in  athletic  activities  on 

the  campus. 

The   Student   Council   fee   covers   subscription   to   the   Maroon 

and  the  Year  Book,  The  Wolf  1926. 

Premedical  students  are  urged  to  provide  their  own  microscopes. 

Should  they  choose  to  rent  one  from  the  University,  they  will  pay 

an  annual  fee  of  $10.00  for  use  of  same. 

Each  student  may  have  an  individual  locker  for  $2.00  a  year. 
A  fee  of  $2.00  payable  in  advance  will  be  charged  for  every 

examination  taken  out  of  regular  time. 
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The  breakage  fee  will  be  administered  and  refunded  according 
to  the  regulations  of  the  College.  Out  of  it  is  taken  a  charge  for 
damage,  loss  or  injury  to  materials,  apparatus  or  property;  and 
the  distribution  of  this  charge  is  made  to  individuals  or  classes, 
according  to  circumstances. 

A  student  may  request  a  transcript  of  credits  earned  at  the  Uni- 
versity. No  charge  is  made  for  the  first  transcript,  but  a  fee  of  $1.00, 
payable  in  advance,  will  be  charged  for  each  succeeding  copy. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Many  bright  and  ambitious  boys  of  approved  moral  character 
are  debarred  from  the  opportunity  of  entering  College  to  prepare 
for  a  professional  career,  because  they  have  not  sufficient  funds. 

The  University  on  the  one  hand  is  most  anxious  to  assist  each 
deserving  boy  in  acquiring  a  higher  education;  but,  on  the  other, 
it  depends  on  the  small  income  from  tuition  fees  to  keep  up  the 
departments.  The  University,  therefore,  must  look  to  generous  bene- 
factors who,  in  their  charity,  wish  to  help  native  sons  in  this  most 
valuable  way  by  supplying  funds  necessary  to  care  for  a  boy's  tuition. 

A  Perpetual  Scholarship  is  founded  when  an  endowment  of 
$2000.00  is  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

A  Course  Scholarship  represents  an  amount  which  will  cover  the 
tuition  of  one  student  during  his  four  years  of  College.  The 
sum  of  $400.00  may  be  deposited  or  $100.00  may  be  paid  annually. 

An  Annual  Scholarship  is  provided  by  the  yearly  donation  of 
$100.00. 

Scholarships  cover  the  tuition  fee  only.  The  holder  of  the 
scholarship  must  pay  the  special  fees  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  he  must  at  all  times  set  an  example  of  good  conduct  and 
serious  application.  The  honor  will  be  forfeited  by  any  holder  of 
a  scholarship  whose  grades  during  a  semester  are  unsatisfactory. 
The  President  and  Faculty  wish  to  express  their  grateful  ap- 
preciation of  the  generosity  of  those  who  have  already  founded 
scholarships,  and  to  urge  others  to  increase  this  charitable  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  worthy  boy.

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS. 
Sodality  of  the  B.  V.  M. 
The  purpose  of  the  Sodality  is  to  develop  Christian  character 
under  the  protection  of  the  Mother  of  Christ,  and  to  train  young 
hearts  and  minds  to  works  of  mercy  and  charity.  No  student 
can  be  admitted  to  the  Sodality  unless  he  has  proven  himself  to 
be  of  exemplary  moral  character,  full  of  the  Christian  spirit,  and 
an  earnest  student. 

Debating  and  Dramatic  Club. 

Students  of  Arts  and  Sciences  must  participate  weekly  in  exer- 
cises of  Public  Speaking.  To  further  this  spirit  among  the 
students  and  to  develop  special  oratorical  and  dramatic  talent,  the 
students  have  formed  the  Loyola  University  Dramatic  and  Debat- 
ing Club  which  conducts  debates  and  dramatic  exhibitions. 
The  Student  Council. 

Officers  of  the  various  classes  and  departments  elected  by  the 
students,  form  a  Council  for  the  fostering  of  true  College  spirit 
and  the  promoting  of  student  activities,  whether  athletic,  social, 
scholastic,  or  religious.  Only  such  students  are  eligible  to  the 
position  of  class  officers  or  members  of  the  student  council  whose 
manly,  moral  character  and  standard  of  scholarship  make  them 
distinguished  among  their  fellow  students. 

University  Band. 

Students  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  University  Band,  if  they  have  the  required 
ability  and  training.  All  who  become  members  are  expected  to 
be  regular  and  prompt  in  attendance  at  the  appointed  rehearsals. 
Opportunities  for  public  performances  are  offered  during  the  course 
of  the  year. 
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ADMINISTRATION. 

The  College  year  begins  on  September  20,  and  includes  thirty- 
six  weeks,  divided  into  two  semesters  of  eighteen  weeks.  There 
is  a  Christmas  and  Easter  Recess  as  indicated  in  the  College 
Calender. 

Attendance. 

All  students  must  attend  regularly  the  class  lectures  and  labora- 
tory periods  for  which  they  have  registered.  No  student  is  free 
to  absent  himself  from  any  class  exercise  unless  for  a  sufficient 
reason  which  should  have  been  previously  approved  of  by  the  Dean, 
except  in  unforeseen  emergencies.  Eegistration  in  any  course  may 
be  cancelled  for  irregular  attendance. 

Students  who  are  absent  from  more  than  fifteen  per  cent  of 
the  exercises  of  any  course,  will  be  debarred  from  the  Quarterly 
examinations  and  shall  receive  a  failure  grade  (F)  in  said  course. 

Students  must  make  up  the  work  or  tests  omitted,  even  when 
the  absence  has  been  excused.  A  written  statement  from  the 
Doctor,  parent,  or  guardian  must  be  presented  before  any  absence 
will  be  considered  excused.  One  week  is  the  limit  for  making  up 
omitted  work  unless,  for  particular  reasons,  the  professor  should 
grant  an  extension  of  time.  The  responsibility  for  making  up 
work  or  taking  omitted  tests,  rests  wholly  upon  the  student.  Fail- 
ure grade  will  be  given  where  this  is  neglected. 

Tardiness  in  appearing  at  class  exercises  will  not  be  tolerated. 
The  professor  may  refuse  admission  to  any  class  after  the  roll  is 
called.  Three  Tardies  of  less  than  fifteen  minutes  will  count  as 
one  complete  absence;  tardiness  of  more  than  fifteen  minutes  will 
count  as  a  complete  absence. 

Discipline. 

The  educational  system  of  this  University  includes,  as  one  of 
its  most  important  features,  the  formation  of  character.  It  is 
expected  that  each  student  will  be  so  loyal  to  the  spirit  and  ideals 
of  his  Alma  Mater  that  the  exercise  of  proper  self-control  will 
come  from  his  own  convictions  and  free  determination.  Kules 
and  regulations  of  the  college  are  meant  as  a  guide  and  help  to 
foster  that  gentlemanly  conduct  which  is  presupposed  in  every 
Loyola  student.  These  rules  require  regular  and  punctual  attend- 
ance at  all  scheduled  exercises,  obedience  to  college  customs  and 
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regulations,  serious  application  to  study,  and  blameless  conduct. 
A  student  who  shows  himself  deficient  in  these  essential  points 
will  be  suspended  or  dismissed. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Quarterly  examinations  in  all  subjects  are  held.  Written  tests 
may  be  given  at  the  discretion  of  the  professors  and  quizzes  are 
frequent.  The  result  of  the  quarterly  examinations  combined  with 
the  grade  for  the  student's  class  work  (each  to  count  one-half) 
will  determine  the  final  or  passing  grade  for  the  semester. 

The  Passing  grade  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is  70. 
The  student  attaining  this  grade  or  above  receives  credit  for  the 
number  of  semester  hours  allowed  for  that  portion  of  the  course. 

A'  grade  between  60  and  70  is  a  Condition  (C).  This  condition 
may  be  removed  by  examination.  Only  one  such  examination  is 
allowed,  and  only  on  the  day  assigned  by  the  Dean.  If  the  stu- 
dent is  successful  in  the  examination,  he  receives  the  full  credit 
of  semester  hours,  but  the  highest  average  allowed  in  his  permanent 
record  for  this  subject  is  70.  If  the  student  fails  in  the  examina- 
tion, the  condition  becomes  a  Failure,  and  the  course  must  be 
repeated. 

If  a  student  has  fallen  below  85  per  cent  in  attendance,  or  has 
failed  to  hand  in  85  per  cent  of  the  written  assignments  in 
laboratory  or  home  work,  he  will  be  marked  with  an  Incomplete 
Course  (I)  or  with  a  Failure  (F).  The  Incomplete  Course  means 
that  the  student  has  not  completed  the  required  hours  of  lecture 
or  home  work  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  valid  excuse  approved 
by  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  Dean.  The  student  may 
be  allowed  to  make  up  this  work  and  be  given  an  examination 
for  credits.  If  the  attendance  is  below  75  per  cent,  such  a  student 
will  be  required  to  repeat  the  course. 

N.  B.  ISTo  examination  can  be  taken  out  of  the  regular  examina- 
tion times  unless  the  student  who  desires  to  remove  a  condition 
or  incomplete  course,  first  obtain  a  Permit  Card  from  the  Dean 
approving  of  the  examination.  This  card  must  be  presented  to 
the  Professor  who  will  enter  the  examination  grade,  the  date  and 
his  signature,  and  return  the  card  to  the  Eegistrar's  office  to  be 
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entered  on  the  permanent  record.  A  charge  of  $2.00  is  made  for 
each  special  examination;  of  $1.00  for  each  special  test;  and 
these  charges  must  be  paid  when  the  Permit  Card  is  issued. 

GRADES  FOR  SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  grades  of  the  student  are  regularly  given  in  numbers  on 
a  percentile  scale.  When,  however,  for  general  grading  purposes 
or  as  a  report  of  a  student's  work,  letters  are  used,  these  letters 
will  have  the  following  meaning.

Credit  Points  For  Quality. 

A  candidate  for  a  degree  must  present  not  only  the  required 
quantity  of  work,  but  he  must  attain  a  certain  standard  of  excel- 
lence in  his  work,  especially  in  his  Major  field.  For  this  reason 
the  candidate  for  a  Bachelor's  degree  must  present,  in  addition 
to  the  128  semester  hours  of  credit,  128  credit  points  for  quality 
of  work,  or  an  average  mark  in  all  subjects  of  C  or  better. 

Credit  points  are  earned  in  the  following  manner:  for  the 
grade  of  A  in  a  given  course,  the  student  receives  three  times 
as  many  credit  points  as  semester  hours  credit  allowed  for  that 
course;  for  a  grade  of  B,  twice  as  many  credit  points  as  semester 
hours;  for  the  grade  of  C,  just  as  many  credit  points  as  semester 
hours.  For  the  grade  of  D,  semester  hours  are  allowed,  but  no 
quality  credit. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS. 

A  Freshman  must  have  25  credits  and  25  points  before  he  may 
become  a  Sophomore;  a  Sophomore  must  have  58  credits  and  58 
points  before  he  may  become  a  Junior;  a  Junior  must  have  88 
credits  and  88  points  before  he  may  become  a  Senior. 

No  student  will  be  considered  a  candidate  for  graduation  who 
has  any  deficiency  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of 
his  Senior  year. 
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ADMISSION. 

Testimonials  and  Credentials. 

Testimonials.  All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  must 
present  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

Credentials.  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  requires  for  ad- 
mission the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  four  year  course  in  a 
secondary  school  approved  by  a  recognized  accrediting  agency,  or 
the  equivalent  of  such  a  course.  The  major  portion  of  the  second- 
ary school  course  presented  by  a  student  for  admission  should 
be  definitely  correlated  with  the  curriculum  to  which  he  seeks 
admission. 

All  candidates  for  admission  must  offer  fifteen  units  in  accept- 
able subjects.  No  student  will  be  admitted  except  on  presentation 
of  an  official  transcript  of  credits  from  the  High  School  last 
attended.  Credentials  which  are  accepted  for  admission  become  the 
property  of  the  University  and  are  kept  permanently  on  file. 

Applications  for  admission,  accompanied  by  proper  credentials, 
should  be  presented  to  the  Registrar  as  early  as  possible  before  the 
opening  of  school.  These  credentials  will  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Committee  on  Admissions,  and,  if  acceptable,  the  applicant  will 
be  given  a  card  permitting  him  to  matriculate  and  register. 

Methods  of  Admission. 

Admission  to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  obtained 
by  one  of  the  following  methods:  (1)  by  certificate  or  diploma 
of  graduation  from  an  approved  High  School;  (2)  by  examination. 

Admission  by  Certificate. 

Students  who  are  graduates  of  approved  four  year  High  Schools 
and  are  recommended  by  the  Principal  for  their  moral  character, 
ability,  and  application,  will  be  accepted  without  examination. 

Such  students  must  have  their  credentials  on  file  with  the 
Registrar,  which  should  show  15  units  in  acceptable  subjects  in 
a  curriculum  that  has  been  arranged  to  prepare  a  student  for 
college  work  in  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Should  a  student  have  the  required  15  units,  but  be  deficient 
in   the   preparation   required   for   some   subject   in  the   Freshman 
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year,  he  will  be  obliged  to  make  up  this  deficiency  by  extra  work 
during  his  first  year. 

Admission  by  Examination. 

An  applicant  who  is  not  entitled  to  enter  on  certificate,  must 
take  examinations  in  the  entire  number  of  units.  If  he  is  success- 
ful in  these  test  examinations  and  can  present  supplementary 
evidence  of  preparation  equivalent  to  that  furnished  by  a  four- 
year  high  school  course,  he  can  be  admitted.  To  continue  in 
course  he  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness  during  his 
Freshman  year. 

Students  who  have  attended  a  standard  high  school,  but  who 
have  failed  to  make  good  grades  or  were  disqualified  from  gradu- 
ation, will  not  be  admitted  to  these  examinations.  Only  deserving 
students  whose  preparatory  course  has  been  irregular,  but  who 
have  covered  the  required  ground  for  admission,  will  be  considered. 

Entrance  examinations  will  be  held  September  10-11. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. 

Matriculated  students  may  secure  advanced  standing  either  by 
examination  or  by  presenting  credits  from  an  approved  college. 

Advanced  standing  will  be  granted  only  by  examination,  unless 
credentials  are  submitted  from  an  approved  institution  of  college 
standing  with  courses  equivalent  to  those  pursued  by  the  regular 
students  of  the  University. 

Candidates  for  admission  from  institutions  of  collegiate  rank 
of  recognized  standing  may  be  granted  the  same  standing  as  at 
the  former  institution  upon  presenting  in  advance  of  registration : 

1.  A  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

2.  An  official  transcript  of  courses,  the  year  when  taken,  sem- 
ester hours  and  grades.  Such  courses  must  be  collegiate,  not  pro- 
fessional or  vocational  in  character. 

3.  An  official  certified  statement  of  the  entrance  credits,  show- 
ing the  length  of  each  course  in  weeks,  the  number  of  recitations 
and  laboratory  exercises  each  week,  the  length  of  periods  and  the 
grades  attained. 

4.  A  marked  copy  of  the  catalogue  of  the  college  previously 
attended,  indicating  the  courses  for  which  credit  is  desired. 
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Special  Students. 

Mature  and  earnest  students,  who  are  either  lacking  in  the 
required  entrance  units  or  who  wish  to  pursue  particular  studies 
without  reference  to  graduation,  may  be  admitted  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  Dean  to  such  courses  as  they  seem  qualified  to  take. 

Special  students  should  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
No  one  may  register  at  the  University  as  a  special  student  for 
more  than  two  years. 

By  virtue  of  his  classification,  a  special  student  is  not  eligible 
for  any  degree.  He  may  become  a  candidate  for  a  degree  when 
he  has  completed  the  admission  requirements  of  the  college  in 
which  he  is  registered. 

ENTRANCE  PROCEDURE. 

Applicants  for   admission  to   the   University   should  state  the 
School  or  Department  they  desire  to  enter,  and  should  send  in 
their  High   School   credentials  as   soon  as  possible.     All  corres- 
pondence relating  to  admission  should  be  addressed  to: 
The  Eegistrar,  Loyola  University,  New  Orleans,  La. 

Application  forms  for  admission  by  certificate,  which  are  to 
be  used  in  every  case,  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Eegistrar. 
Certificates  must  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  principal  of  the 
High  School  last  attended,  and  mailed  by  him  directly  to  the 
Eegistrar.  All  credentials  should  be  mailed  at  least  one  month 
before  the  opening  of  school.  Compliance  with  this  request  will 
save  applicants  much  inconvenience. 

If  there  is  any  doubt  about  meeting  the  special  requirements 
of  this  College  it  is  recommended  that  credentials  be  sent  immedi- 
ately after  graduation  from  High  School  so  that  any  deficiencies 
may  be  made  up  by  summer  work. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  matriculate  until  the  Committee 
on  Admission  has  approved  the  units  offered  and  recommended 
the  student  for  registration. 

MATRICULATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

1.  New  students  should  have  their  credentials  on  file  in  the 
Eegistrar's   office   before   the   day   of   Eegistration.      When   these 
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credentials  have  been  approved,  the  student  receives  a  card  per- 
mitting him  to  matriculate. 

On  the  day  assigned  for  Eegistration  of  new  students,  each  one 
should  present  his  Permit  Card  to  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
receive  his  Matriculation  Card.  He  will  also  receive  a  Eegistra- 
tion and  Schedule  Card,  which  he  will  fill  out  after  consulting 
one  of  the  Student  Advisers. 

He  should  show,  these  cards,  when  filled  out,  to  the  Eegistrar 
and  receive  a  charge  slip  of  tuition  and  other  fees  to  be  paid  to 
the  Bursar. 

After  paying  these  fees  to  the  Bursar,  he  should  present  this 
receipt,  and  receive  his  Admit  Card  to  the  various  courses  ap- 
proved on  his  schedule. 

The  Admit  Card  will  be  presented  to  each  professor,  who  will 
affix  his  signature  after  having  entered  the  student's  name  on  the 
roll  call. 

All  these  cards,  except  the  Matriculation  Card,  the  student's 
schedule  card  and  the  receipt  for  payment  of  dues,  should  be 
promptly  returned  to  the  Eegistrar's  office  within  three  days  after 
the  opening  of  classes. 

2.  Old  students  obtain  a  card  from  the  Eegistrar's  office  per- 
mitting them  to  register.  They  then  follow  the  regular  steps  as 
indicated  above  to  complete  registration. 

No  student  will  be  considered  duly  registered,  unless  his  cards 
are  signed  by  the  proper  officials.  Nor  will  he  receive  any  credit 
for  work  for  which  he  is  not  properly  registered. 

Changes  in  Registration. 

After  the  first  week  changes  in  registration  will  be  permitted 
only  for  good  reasons  and  with  permission  of  the  Dean.  A  charge 
of  $1.00  is  made  for  each  change  thus  made. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  should  have  completed 
a  full  course  of  study  in  an  approved  secondary  school.  A  Unit 
represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a  secondary  school, 
constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's  work. 

No  unit  will  be  accepted  unless  the  subject  has  been  taught  for 
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36  weeks,  4  or  5  times  a  week  through  periods  of  45  to  60  minutes. 
Laboratory  periods  must  be  of  twice  the  amount  of  a  lecture  period. 

Fifteen  units  are  required  for  entrance.  No  conditions  can  be 
allowed.  One,  however,  who  presents  fifteen  units  that  are  accept- 
able, but  has  course  deficiencies  as  regards  the  preparation  neces- 
sary for  the  courses  offered,  must  make  up  these  deficiencies  within 
the  first  year.

Students  who  present  fifteen  acceptable  units,  but  are  deficient 
in  the  amount  of  preparation  required  to  correlate  efficiently  with 
the  college  courses,  may  be  allowed  to  carry  not  more  than  two 
such  course  deficiencies  and  these  must  be  removed  before  the 
Sophomore  year.

But  not  more  than 
three  units  can  be  offered  from  the  Miscellaneous  or  Vocational 
group. 

DEGREES. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  confers  the  following  degrees: 
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1.    Baccalaureate  Degrees. 

Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.)  when  the  principal  sequence  is  Latin 
and  Philosophy.  Not  less  than  16  semester  hours  of  Latin  will 
be  accepted  for  the  A.   B.  degree. 

Bachelor  of  Science  (B.  S.)  when  the  principal  sequence  has 
been   Science   and   Mathematics. 

Bachelor  of  Philosophy  (Ph.  B.)  when  the  principal  sequence 
has  been  in  the  general  cultural  subjects  of  Philosophy,  Litera- 
ture and  Education. 

The  Baccalaureate  degrees  are  conferred  only  on  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  The  completion  of  the  regular  four  years  course  or  128 
semester  hours  of  college  work  with  at  least  128  quality  points. 
At  least  one  year  (the  Senior  year)  or  not  less  than  30  semester 
hours   must  be  earned   in   residence. 

2.  The  student  must  offer  one  Major  subject  with  not  less  than 
18  semester  hours  of  credit,  and  a  related  Minor  of  not  less  than 
12  semester  hours  of  credit.  He  may  choose  one  other  non-re- 
stricted Minor  for  his  Junior  and  Senior  year. 

3.  A  written  thesis  in  the  field  of  his  Major  subject.  It  must 
be  typewritten,  double  spaced,  on  standard  eleven-inch  paper,  and 
must  contain  about  5000  words. 

4.  The  payment  of  all  indebtedness,  including  diploma  fee, 
in  advance. 

Bachelor  of  Science  in  Chemistry. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  added  to  its  curriculum 
a  highly  specialized  course  in  Chemistry.  The  purpose  is  to  give 
fundamental  and  technical  instruction  not  alone  in  Chemistry  but 
also  in  other  subjects  naturally  germane  and  pertinent  to  the  the- 
ory and  working  knowledge  of  modern  chemical  engineering. 

Therefore,  a  set  of  studies  has  been  mapped  out  in  complete  ac- 
cord with  approved  practice  of  the  best  chemical  schools.  Yet 
there  is  included  the  essentials  of  a  liberal  education — and  above 
all,  the  study  of  philosophy,  mother  of  sciences  and  main-spring 
of  all  learning. 

The  University,  with  its  wonderful  new  chemical  building  and 
its  splendid  equipment  for  teaching  general  physics,  Electricity, 
and  allied  subjects,  is  well  prepared  to  offer  this  type  of  instruc- 
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tion  in  its  most  assimilable  form.  This  course  should  make  a  deep 
appeal  to  those  who  want  an  immediately  visible  technical  training 
along  with  the  general  liberal  and  broadening  education  of  the 
Jesuit  system. 

The  Chemical  industry  is  growing  fast  in  Louisiana.  Sugar 
factories,  petroleum  refineries,  alcohol  distilleries,  papermills — 
these  are  a  few  of  our  plants  that  need  men  technically  trained 
for  chemical  control.  And  it  is  believed  that  the  future  holds 
many  more  opportunities  along  these  lines.  .The  proximity 
of  the  tropics,  with  its  ceaseless  need  of  sugar  chemists,  is  addi- 
tional encouragement  to  those  ambitious  to  succeed  in  this  field. 

Bachelor  of  Science  in  Economics. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  also  added  to  its  curricu- 
lum, a  specialized  course  in  Commerce  and  Finance.  It  does  this 
in  answer  to  the  demand  of  business  men  for  specially  trained 
executives  in  the  different  branches  of  business. 

The  course  mapped  out  for  this  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Economics  will  give  to  the  student  a  broad  view  of  the  field  of 
business  and,  at  the  same  time,  equip  him  for  the  various  executive 
posts  of  modern  day  business.  In  addition  to  a  thorough  course 
in  Economics,  Business  Administration  and  other  important 
branches  of  business,  it  affords  the  student  a  thorough  training  in 
Mental  Philosophy  and  Christian  Ethics. 

At  the  completion  of  this  course,  in  addition  to  obtaining  the 
degree,  the  student  will  also  be  prepared  to  take  the  State  Certified 
Public  Accountant  examination. 

2.    Masters'  Degrees. 

A  candidate  for  the  Master's  degree  must  have  a  Bachelor's 
degree  from  a  standard  College  and  must  devote  one  year  ex- 
clusively to  resident  graduate  work.  Two  years  will  ordinarily 
be  required,  if  the  candidate's  whole  time  is  not  devoted  to  gradu- 
ate study. 

Sixteen  semester  hours  of  residence  work  is  required,  and  a 
thesis  in  the  Major  subject. 

This  thesis  must  be  typewritten,  double  spaced,  on  standard 
eleven-inch  paper,  and  must  contain  about  5000  words. 

The  candidate  should  have  a  reading  knowledge  of  one  foreign 
language — other  than  those  studied  as  major  or  minor  courses. 
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The  candidate  must  be  prepared  to  pass  examinations,  written 
or  oral  or  both,  as  may  be  required,  in  the  field  of  his  major  or 
minor  subjects. 

COMBINED  COURSES. 

Combined  Courses  are  arranged  so  that  students  of  special  ability 
and  application  may  enter  upon  their  professional  work  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and 
receive  their  degrees  in  Arts  or  Sciences  after  the  completion  of 
such  work  in  the  professional  school  as  will  be  considered  the 
equivalent  of  the  credit  necessary  to  obtain  the  desired  degree. 

No  student  who  has  not  made  a  full  year  of  residence  with 
thirty  semester  hours  of  credit  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
will  be  considered  a  candidate  for  a  Bachelor's  degree. 

Arts  and  Law. 

A  student  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  three  full  years  of 
work  (96  semester  hours  and  96  credit  points)  and  has  fulfilled 
the  prescribed  courses  and  the  requirements  of  major  and  minor 
sequence  may  register  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  while 
pursuing  his  work  in  the  University  Law  School. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  Law,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Law  School,  who  will  send  a  transcript  of  the  stu- 
dent's record,  which  must  be  in  every  way  satisfactory,  the  candi- 
date may  receive  the  Bachleor  of  Arts  or  the  Bachelor  of  Philos- 
ophy degree  on  the  usual  conditions. 

Sciences  and  Medicine. 

A  student  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  Junior  year  of 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  Course  (96  semester  hours  and  96  credit 
points)  and,  besides  the  prescribed  subjects  of  the  pre-medical 
course,  has  majored  in  science,  will  be  eligible  for  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  on  the  satisfactory  completion  of  one  year  in 
an  approved  Medical  School.  A  statement  of  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  a  full  year's 'work,  without  a  condition  or  failure,  ac- 
companied by  an  official  transcript  of  the  work  and  grades,  is 
required.  The  student  will  be  eligible  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  under  the  usual   conditions. 
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Sciences  and  Dentistry. 

A  student  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  three  years  (96  sem- 
ester hours  and  96  credit  points)  in  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
Course  may  enter  the  School  of  Dentistry,  and  on  the  successful 
completion  of  the  Senior  year  of  Dentistry  may  receive  the  Bach- 
elor of  Science  degree  on  fulfillment  of  the  usual  conditions. 

In  all  combined  courses  the  student  should  be  registered  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  during  the  time  he  is  fulfilling  the 
requirements  of  his  Senior  year  in  a  professional  school.

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The  lecture  course  in  Evidences  or  Apologetics  is  prescribed  for 
all  students  of  the  Catholic  faith.

MAJOR  AND  MINOR. 

Every  student  must  arrange  his  elective  work  to  center  around 
some  subject  or  department.  This  department  is  called  his  Major. 
For  graduation  a  student  must  present  at  least  eighteen  semester 
hours  for  his  Major  and  twelve  semester  hours  in  a  related  sub- 
ject of  the  same  group  for  his  Minor.  He  may  choose  a  second 
Minor  of  twelve  semester  hours  in  an  unrestricted  subject  from 
any  other  group.  Freshman  courses  as  a  rule  will  not  be  allowed 
to  count  in  a  Major  or  Minor. 

STUDENT  ADVISERS. 

Heads  of  the  Departments  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
with  the  Dean  will  assist  the  student  in  choosing  his  Major  and 
Minors,  and  in  planning  a  concentrated  course  for  his  Junior  and 
Senior  years.  Students  should  consult  these  Advisers  at  the  time 
of  Eegistration  before  the  opening  of  classes,  and  they  should 
report  to  them  periodically  of  the  progress  being  made.

A  survey  of  the  important  epochs  and  literary  leaders  with 
a  discussion  of  the  effect  on  literature  of  the  masterpieces  of 
each  period. 

10.  History  of  American  Literature.  3  Sem.  Hrs. 

A  survey  of  the  development  and  growth  of  literature 
through  the  work  of  American  writers. 

HISTORY. 

1.  Western  Europe  from  the  Renaissance  to  1815.     First  Sem- 
ester. 3  Sem.  Hrs.

The  method  of  instruction  in  these  and  in  all  other  courses 
is  the  informal  lecture  based  on  assigned  texts,  supplemented 
by  oral  recitations,  quizzes,  discussions,  collateral  reading, 
consultation  of  sources  and  a  weekly  topic.  Occasional  re- 
search work  is  likewise  required;  and  two  papers  of  approxi- 
mately five  thousand  words,  one  in  each  semester,  are  pre- 
requisites for  the  semi-annual  and  final  examinations. 

3.  English  History  to  the  Death  of  Elizabeth.     First  Semester.

4.  English  History  from  the  Accession  of  James  I.     Second  sem- 
ester.

The  history  of  England,  especially  from  800  A.  D.  to  1500, 
being  so  intimately  connected  with  the  incidents,  movements 
and  civilization  of  Mediaeval  Europe,  becomes  similar  in  scope 
to  a  general  course  in  Mediaeval  History.  Besides,  these 
courses  in  English  History  serve  more  particularly  as  a  back- 
ground and  starting  point  for  the  study  of  American  History. 

5.  American  History  to  the  Reconstruction  Period.     First  sem- 
ester. 3  Sem.  Hrs. 
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6.      American  History  since  the  Eeconstruction  Period.     Second 
semester.  3  Sem.  Hrs. 

These  courses  aim  to  bring  into  relief  the  outstanding  in- 
fluences which  have  shaped  the  history  of  the  United  States 
from  the  Colonial  Period  to  our  own,  stressing  for  this  pur- 
pose social,  economic,  and  political  topics  in  the  development 
of  the  Nation.  Course  6,  in  particular,  stresses  the  conditions 
and  circumstances  which  led  the  United  States  to  participate 
in  the  Great  World  War,  with  the  resulting  stimulus  to  a 
clearer  national  consciousness  of  the  significance  and  value  of 
American  citizenship. 

7-8  Special  Topics  in  Mediaeval  European  History.  Both  sem- 
esters. 6  Sem.  Hrs. 
These  Courses  deal  with  events,  movements,  and  institutions 
of  the  Middle  Ages  and  are,  consequently,  a  topical  study  of 
Mediaeval  History.  Special  stress  is  laid  upon  all  events, 
movements  and  institutions  which  had  a  direct  bearing  upon 
the  Church,  as,  v.  g.  the  origin  and  development  of  the 
Papacy,  the  influence  and  Temporal  Power  of  the  Popes, 
the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  the  Controversies  with  regard  to 
Investitures,  Mediaeval  Religious  Life,  the  Mendicant  Friars 
and  their  work,  Mediaeval  Universities,  the  mediaeval  concept 
of  Representative  Government,  the  Babylonian  Captivity  of 
the  Papacy,  the  Great  Schism,  the  Protestant  Revolt  of  the 
Sixteenth  Century,  the  Catholic  Reaction  of  Counter-Reforma- 
tion, Missionary  Enterprise  in  Asia  and  America,  etc.  The 
Middle  Ages — its  movements,  ideals  and  institutions, — being 
intimately  bound  up  with  the  Church,  no  proper  appreciation 
of  these  times  can  be  had  without  a  study  of  the  Church  which 
motived  them.

Poise,  posture,  movement,  gesture;  interpretation  of  emo- 
tions; expression,  ease,  grace,  and  effectiveness  of  delivery. 

3.  Argumentation  and  Debate.  2  Sem.  Hrs. 

Practical  training  in  collecting  materials,  outlining  briefs, 
arranging  arguments,  preparing  speeches  and  rebuttal.  Man- 
ner of  conducting  debate;  parliamentary  procedure. 


SOCIOLOGY. 

1.  Introductory  Sociology.  3   Sem.   Hrs. 

Meaning  and  scope  of  sociology  as  a  science.  Elements  of 
the  social  organism — individual,  family,  state,  church — in 
their  relations  to  one  another  and  to  social  and  civic  welfare. 
Fundamental,  ethical,  religious,  political,  and  economic  prin- 
ciples, underlying  possible  and  desirable  social  reforms. 

2.  Social  Ethics.  3   Sem.   Hrs. 

Natural  and  Positive  law;  origin  of  authority;  utilitarian, 
hedonistic,  socialist,  liberal,  and  Christian  views  on  authority 
and  property  rights.  Justice  and  charity.  Distribution  of 
wealth.  Ownership,  interest  and  profits;  marriage  and  di- 
vorce; sex  relations  and  eugenics.  Public  utilities;  personal 
and  municipal  social  service;  limits  of  municipal  and  state 
activities.     Laws,  local,  national  and  international. 
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3.  Social  History.  3  Sem.  Hrs. 

History  of  social  and  industrial  organizations,  ancient  and 
modern.  Influence  of  Christian  principles  in  revolutionizing 
government,  laws  and  social  practice.  Religious,  industrial 
and  social  gilds,  (1)  in  pre-Christian,  (2)  in  Christian  eras. 
Social  value  of  Mosaic  laws  and  Christian  practice.  Labor, 
and  state  paternalism  or  absolutism,  before  and  after  Christ. 
Pagan  slavery  and  Christian  liberty. 

4.  Social  Organization:     Gilds.  3  Sem.  Hrs. 

The  Gilds;  their  origin,  development,  principles  and  prac- 
tices, and  their  influence  on  modern  civilization.  The  peace, 
religious,  and  merchant  gilds  of  early  Middle  Ages.  The 
craft  and  journeymen  gilds;  their  nature,  object,  and  juris- 
diction; their  regulation  of  quantity,  quality,  and  price  of 
production,  and  of  economic  distribution.  Suppression  of 
the  gilds  by  Eeformation  and  French  Revolution;  the  con- 
sequent anti-social  principles  thereafter  in  government  and 
economics,  and  the  "Social  Problem"  of  to-day.  Application 
of  gild  cooperative  principles  to  present  conditions. 

5.  Organized  Social  Work.  3   Sem.  Hrs. 

Application  of  the  principles  of  sociology  to  specific  social 
problems :  the  labor  question :  woman  and  child  labor ;  im- 
migration, poverty,  housing,  unemployment,  hygiene,  home- 
work, vocational  and  culture  training,  socializing  school 
societies,  classes  and  organizations.  Practical  study  of  the 
gilds  and  of  modern  cooperative  methods  in  industries,  busi- 
ness and  communal  social  activities.  The  social  services  of 
the  Church,  the  Monastic  Orders,  and  the  Sisterhoods  in 
mental  and  moral  training  of  the  normal  and  the  abnormal, 
and  the  care  of  the  sick,  diseased,  insane,  defective,  and  indi- 
gent, and  in  all  cases  of  social  and  civic  need.  The  Parish 
as  a  social  center. 
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SUMMER  AND  EXTENSION  COURSES. 


For  the  convenience  of  teachers  and  of  others  who  have  satisfied 
the  requirements  of  College  Entrance,  the  University  offers  special 
courses  in  College  subjects  leading  to  the  Bachelor  degrees. 

Special  students  may  enroll  in  these  courses  for  the  cultural 
value  to  be  gained^  thereby,  but  credit  will  not  be  granted  until 
the  proper  entrance  credentials  have  been  approved  and  placed 
on  file. 

SUMMER  SESSION".  The  summer  school  begins  on  June  15 
and  continues  for  32  days,  exclusive  of  holidays.  Students  may 
elect  three  subjects  for  a  total  of  six  semester,  or  three  year,  hours 
of  credit.  In  special  cases  a  student  may  be  allowed  to  carry  four 
subjects  with  a  maximum  of  eight  semester,  or  four  year,  hours 
of  credit. 

The  Summer  School  offers  special  courses  for  teachers,  consist- 
ing of  Educational  Psychology,  Educational  Measurements,  Prin- 
ciples of  Teaching,  Special  Methods,  School  Management,  Obser- 
vation and  Practice  Teaching. 

The  Louisiana  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  New 
Orleans  School  Board  give  credit  to  teachers  for  summer  work 
done  at  Loyola  University. 

SATURDAY  EXTENSION.  On  Saturdays  from  9  to  12, 
College  courses  are  offered  throughout  a  year  of  thirty-four  weeks. 
Two  semester,  or  one  year,  hour  can  be  gained  in  each  subject, 
and  three  subjects  may  be  chosen. 

NIGHT  EXTENSION.  During  the  school  year  from  7  to  9 
every  night  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  the  University  offers 
special  courses  in  College  subjects.  Two  hours  each  week  are  given 
in  each  subject  for  two  semesters,  making  a  total  of  four  semester, 
or  two  year,  hours  of  credit  for  each  subject.  A  student  may  elect 
three  to  five  subjects  according  to  his  ability  and  the  leisure  avail- 
able for  home  study.  The  schedule  elected  should  be  approved  by 
the  Dean. 
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CREDIT. 

As  the  subjects  offered  and  the  home  work  required  are  the 
same  as  in  the  regular  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  semester  hours 
of  credit  are  allowed  according  to  the  number  of  subjects  success- 
fully carried  through  a  session  of  at  least  thirty-two  hours  each. 

In  the  Summer  Session  one  may  gain  six  to  eight  semester 
hours;  in  Saturday  Extension,  six  semester  hours;  and  in  Night 
Extension,  six  to  ten  semester  hours. 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  any  work  which  is  a  duplication  of 
work  already  credited. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Regular  attendance  is  required  in  every  course.  Absences  ex- 
ceeding ten  per  cent  of  the  total  hours  will  disqualify  from  ex- 
amination, except  in  the  case  of  sickness  when  the  Professor  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Dean,  permit  the  examination,  if  all 
the  omitted  work  has  been  made  up  and  the  attendance  is  above 
seventy-five  per  cent. 

RESIDENCE. 

No  student  will  be  approved  for  a  degree  who  has  not  spent 
one  year  (Senior  year)  in  Residence.  Residence  is  measured  by 
actual  hours  of  attendance  at  classes  conducted  by  the  Professors 
of  Loyola  University  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  candidate  must  present  at  least  30  semester  hours  of  credit 
gained  in  residence  work,  exclusive  of  credit  gained  by  examina- 
tion. Four  Summer  or  Extension  Sessions  will  be  considered 
equivalent  to  one  year  of  regular  residence,  provided  the  required 
30  semester  credits  have  been  earned  in  course. 

REGISTRATION. 

A  student  must  register  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  stu- 
dents. The  same  entrance  units  are  required,  and  the  official 
credentials  must  have  been  approved  and  be  on  file  in  the  Registrar's 
Office. 
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ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Advanced  Standing  is  allowed  to  a  student: 

1.  When  the  official  transcript  of  College  credits  earned  in  an 
approved  College,  has  been  examined  and  evaluated  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admission.  The  same  standing  will  be  allowed  as  was 
granted  by  the  other  college  provided  the  courses  offered  are 
equivalent  to  the  University  courses. 

2.  When  the  student  passes  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
whole  subject  as  given  in  the  regular  college  course.  Such  an 
examination  will  be  required  whenever  there  is  any  doubt  about 
the  equivalency  of  the  course  offered,  or  when  the  student  cannot 
present  credentials  for  the  work  done,  which  are  considered  satis- 
factory. Not  more  than  forty  semester  hours  will  be  accepted 
by   such   examinations. 

ABSENTIA  WORK. 

A  student  may  be  allowed  to  arrange  with  the  Head  of  a  De- 
partment a  course  of  home  study  which  he  will  prepare  by  private 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in  charge  of  that  course. 
To  gain  credit  for  such  work  done  in  absentia  the  student  must 
submit  to  the  Dean  an  outline  of  the  course  which  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Professor.  He  will  receive  a  permit  card  which 
he  will  present  to  the  Dean  when  he  comes  up  for  examination.  He 
will  receive  a  card  entitling  him  to  an  examination  on  the  day 
assigned.  This  card  will  be  presented  to  the  Professor  before  the 
examination  who  will  return  it,  with  the  result  of  the  examination 
and  his  signature,  to  the  Eegistrar. 

Credit  for  absentia  work  will  not  be  allowed  unless  the  course 
was  approved  before  the  work  was  done,  and  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination was  passed,  covering  the  whole  subject  of  a  regular 
course. 

FEES. 

All  students  on  matriculating  in  the  College  must  pay  the  usual 
fee  of  $10.00. 

The  tuition  fee  for  the  Summer  Session  is  $15.00  regardless 
of  the  number  of  courses  elected. 
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The  tuition  fee  for  the  Saturday  Extension  Courses  is  $20.00. 

The  tuition  for  Night  Extension  is  $50.00  if  the  maximum 
number  of  courses  is  chosen.  Those  who  select  only  one  or  more 
courses  will  be  charged  $20.00  for  the  first  course  elected,  and 
$10.00  for  each  additional  course. 

A  charge  of  $5.00  is  made  for  each  subject  taken  up  for  absentia 
work  or  home  study  under  the  University  supervision.  The  fee 
for  the  special  examination  required  is  $2.00  which  must  be  paid 
when  the  examination  card  is  issued  before  the  examination. 

SCHEDULES. 

The  courses  offered  in  Extension  Courses  are  the  same  as  out- 
lined for  the  regular  college.  As  the  choice  of  subjects  depends 
on  the  students  enrolling,  the  list  will  be  published  separately  be- 
fore registration  in  September.  The  courses  will  begin  as  indi- 
cated in  the  College  Calender.  Students  who  intend  to  register 
in  Night  or  Saturday  Extension  Courses,  should  send  in  their 
names  at  once  with  a  list  of  the  subjects  they  are  most  interested 
in.    The  University  will  try  to  satisfy  the  greatest  number.

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HISTORY 

Loyola  University  threw  open  the  doors  of  her  Dental  Depart- 
ment in  1914.  From  an  humble  beginning,  the  Dental  School 
has  steadily  developed  until  today  it  is  one  of  the  best  equipped 
institutions  for  the  training  of  dentists  in  the  South. 

The  Dental  Department  has  moved  to  its  splendid  quarters  in  the 
new  Science  Hall.  The  east  wing  of  the  second  floor  has  been 
specially  prepared  for  the  dental  clinic  which  occupies  2925  square 
feet  with  large  windows  on  north,  east  and  south  sides.  There 
is  room  for  thirty-eight  dental  chairs. 

Another  clinic  with  two  chairs  is  reserved  for  Prosthetic  cases, 
and  a  very  lightsome  room  is  set  apart  for  Oral  Surgery.  Near 
to  this  is  the  new  X-ray  room  and  laboratory. 

Patients  present  themselves  at  the  clinic  in  such  numbers  that 
every  student  is  assured  abundant  practice  and  experience.  Serious 
cases  are  operated  upon  by  the  Professor  of  Oral  Surgery  in  the 
clinic  demonstration  rooms.  A  trained  nurse  and  the  senior  stu- 
dents assist  in  these  operations. 

Hospital  Facilities 

Loyola  University  offers  to  its  students  exceptional  facilities 
in  acquiring  actual  experience  in  hospital  practice  and  methods. 
New  Orleans  is  famed  for  its  advantages  to  the  student  of  Medi- 
cine because  of  the  variety  of  the  pathological  cases  which  are 
gathered  here  from  all  quarters  of  the  globe.  The  excellent  hos- 
pitals of  this  city,  especially  the  large  Charity  Hospital,  afford 
an  unlimited  field  for  scientific  investigation. 

The  Dental  Students  are  obliged  to  attend  clinics  in  surgery 
at  the  Charity  Hospital  under  the  foremost  surgeons  of  the  South. 
They  are  instructed  in  the  actual  work  of  making  diagnosis  and 
witness  the  subsequent  operations.  They  acquire  experience  in  the 
administration  of  the  various  forms  of  anesthesia,  and  learn  the 
importance  of  careful,  antiseptic  precautions. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  value  of  this  privilege, 
accorded  to  the  University  by  the  State,  whereby  the  students  gain 
first-hand  experience  under  such  favorable  conditions  as  present 
themselves  at  the  Charity  Hospital. 
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ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS 

Students  applying  for  admission  later  than  ten  days  after  the 
opening  day  of  the  session  cannot  be  credited  with  a  full  course 
unless  such  delay  is  due  to  sickness,  which  must  be  vouched  for  by 
the  certificate  of  a  reputable  practicing  physician.  In  such  case, 
the  date  of  admission  shall  not  be  later  than  twenty  days  from  the 
opening  day.

The  Dental  School  is  coeducational.  Women  are  admitted 
on  equal  terms  with  other  students.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  for  their  convenience. 

Students  in  matriculating  thereby  agree  to  accept  the  regu- 
lations and  discipline  imposed  by  the  officers  or  faculty. 

It  is  very  important  for  students  to  be  present  on  the  open- 
ing day,  a  delay  of  a  few  days  often  interfering  materially  with 
their  studies.  No  one  can  be  accepted  later  than  ten  days  after 
the  beginning  of  classes,  and  to  obtain  credit  for  a  year's  work  a 
student  must  remain  until  the  close  of  the  session  and  successfully 
complete  all  the  examinations. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

A  student  who  desires  to  transfer  to  this  school  from  another 
recognized  dental  school,  must  present  credentials  signed  by  the 
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Dean,  Secretary,  or  Kegistrar  of  the  school  from  which  he  is 
transferring.  The  transferring  student  must  furnish  evidence 
that  he  is  in  possession  of  the  proper  high  school  credits,  and  one 
year  of  acceptable  college  credit. 

Requirements  for  Graduation  or  Advancement 

At  the  close  of  the  fourth  year  a  student  who  has  passed  all 
examinations  satisfactorily  receives  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  (D.  D.  S.)  on  the  following  conditions: 

He  must  be  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the 
branches  of  the  curriculum,  must  have  attended  the  practical  in- 
structions in  all  departments,  and  complied  with  all  the  technical 
and  clinical  requirements. 

He  must  sign  an  agreement  with  the  Dean  to  live  up  to  the 
ethics  of  the  profession. 

Examinations 

Written  examinations  are  semi-annually.  The  standing  of 
students  is  based  upon  these  examinations,  frequent  quizzes,  and 
the  record  of  progress  in  laboratory  and  clinic  practice. 

Prior  to  such  examinations  the  candidate  must  have  deposited 
with  the  school  approved  specimens  of  his  work  and  performed 
the  prescribed  amount  of  work  in  the  Operatory  and  Technical 
Laboratories. 

Passing  Mark,  Condition,  and  Failure 

The  passing  mark  shall  be  75  per  cent. 

A  grade  between  60  per  cent,  and  75  per  cent,  is  defined  as  a 
condition. 

A  grade  below  60  per  cent  is  defined  as  a  failure. 

A  condition  may  be  removed  by  examination. 

A  failure  may  not  be  removed  except  by  repetition  of  the  course 
in  part  or  entirely — i.  e.,  by  additional  work  under  instruction 
approved  by  the  Dean  or  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  subject. 
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Condition  examinations  must  be  taken  on  the  days  appointed 
by  the  Dean.  No  credit  will  be  given  for  any  examination  taken 
out  of  the  usual  time  unless  the  student  obtains  a  Permit  Card 
which  he  will  present  to  the  Professor  before  the  Examination. 
The  Professor  will  return  this  card  to  the  Eegistrar  with  the  re- 
sult of  the  examination.  The  charge  for  all  such  examinations 
is  $2.00.  A  charge  of.  $1.00  will  be  made  for  each  quiz  taken  out 
of  time. 

Promotion  of  Students 

A  student  who  has  incomplete  courses,  conditions,  or  failures 
in  40  per  cent,  of  his  course  shall  be  required  to  repeat  the  year, 
or  be  dropped  from  the  school. 

A  student  may  not  be  promoted  if  he  has  conditions  or  failures 
in  more  than  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  scheduled  hours  of  the  year. 

A  student  who  fails  to  remove  a  condition  or  failure  within 
twelve  months  from  tftie  time  it  was  incurred  will  not  be  allowed 
to  proceed  with  his  class. 

An  incomplete  course  is  one  that  has  not  been  completed  be- 
cause of  illness  or  other  personal  emergency. 

Attendance 

Students,  to  obtain  credit  for  a  full  term,  must  be  faithful  in 
attendance  and  remain  until  the  close  of  the  session.  A  minimum 
attendance  of  85  per  cent,  is  required  in  each  course. 

Tardiness  of  less  than  ten  minutes  at  a  classroom  exercise  will 
count  as  one-half  of  an  absence.  In  the  case  of  absence  due  to 
illness,  the  student  must  inform  the  office  by  mail  or  otherwise 
on  the  first  day  of  the  absence.  In  the  case  of  absence  due  to 
illness  or  death  of  relatives,  permission  must  be  obtained  in  ad- 
vance from  the  Dean.  In  all  such  cases,  an  excuse  signed  by  the 
Eegent  must  be  presented  by  the  student  to  the  office. 

Eegular  attendance  is  insisted  upon,  and  repeated  or  unex- 
plained absences  may  be  deemed  sufficient  reason  for  dismissal  or 
withholding  credits  for  a  year's  work. 
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Student's  Conduct 

Kespectful  demeanor  towards  professors  and  one  another  is  ex- 
pected of  all  the  students,  as  well  as  honorable  conduct  at  all 
times,  both  within  and  without  the  College. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  terminate  its  connection  with 
any  student  at  any  time,  whenever  such  action  may  seem  advisable, 
on  the  grounds  of  immoral  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  failure  to  con- 
form to  the  rules  of  the  College. 

Special  Notice 

Publishers  of  text  and  reference  books  are  requested  to  send 
all  copies  of  books  for  inspection  direct  to  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
care  of  Eegent,  where  they  will  be  shown  to  professors  and  stu- 
dents, and  will  be  kept  in  the  Dental  reference  library. 

Extracted  teeth  are  an  absolute  necessity  in  our  technic  labor- 
atories. The  School  requests  its  practicing  graduates  and  their 
friends  to  send  as  many  of  these  as  possible  during  the  year. 

All  graduates  are  requested  to  notify  the  school  of  any  change 
of  address. 

Students  also  should  notify  the  office  of  change  of  address  or 
telephone  number  so  that  records  may  be  kept  correct.

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CURRICULUM 


GENERAL  ANATOMY 

PROFESSOR   OTTO   J.   BURGER,   M.    D. 

The  Course  in  Anatomy  is  complete  and  thorough.  The  di- 
dactic lectures  are  supplemented  by  daily  projection  of  slides  and 
colored  charts  and  frequent  quizzes.  The  whole  body  is  studied, 
but  special  emphasis  and  more  detailed  instruction  are  given  to 
the  head  and  neck. 

The  Laboratory  of  Anatomy  is  supplied  with  ample  material 
for  dissection  purposes,  and  the  students  are  required  to  perform 
their  dissection  work  under  the  guidance  of  the  Associate  Profes- 
sor. 

DENTAL  ANATOMY 

PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  E.   PSAYLA,  M.   A..   D.   D.   S. 

ASSOCIATE   PROFESSOR    F.    J.    GENRE,    D.    D.    S. 

DEMONSTRATOR   D.    F.    BALLINA,   D.    D.    S. 

In  this  department  the  structure,  development,  characteristics, 
arrangement,  and  nomenclature  of  all  the  teeth  are  studied  with 
minute  detail. 

In  the  Laboratory,  teeth  are  carved  in  plaster  and  bone,  and 
careful  practice  in  technics  is  insisted  upon. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  E.   MERILH,   M.    S. 

A  thorough  course  in  the  morphological  and  biological  charac- 
teristics of  bacteria,  with  instruction  on  laboratory  methods  of 
preparing  and  investigating  bacteriological  forms. 

Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  bacteriological  investigation 
of  organisms  which  are  found  in  infected  areas  of  the  teeth  and 
jaws.  Actual  specimens  of  infectious  cases  met  with  in  the  In- 
firmary are  examined  by  the  students  in  the  Laboratory. 
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BIOLOGY  (1925-1926) 

professor  edmond  l  merilh,  m.  s. 
This  course  covers  the  field  of  general  Biology.  Plant  struct- 
ures and  animal  organisms  are  carefully  considered  in  lectures, 
and  specimens  are  investigated  by  the  students  under  the  micro- 
scope. Dissection  work  with  star  fish,  frogs,  cats,  etc.  helps  to 
bring  out  the  functional  properties  of  living  beings.  Lantern 
projections  of  specimens  and  charts  are  frequently  used. 

CROWN  AND  BRIDGE  WORK 

DENTAL  CEEAMICS 

PROFESSOR    R.    E.    SHERWOOD,    D.    D.    S. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR   N.    F.    GUENO,   D.    D.    S. 

These  branches  will  be  taught  didactically,  technically,  and  prac- 
tically. Lectures  are  given  on  the  most  approved  systems  of 
crowns,  fixed  and  removable   bridge-work. 

Ceramics :  The  lectures  and  work  of  this  course  include  the 
principles  of  the  art  of  color  selection,  color  mixing  and  blending, 
the  fusing  and  baking  of  porcelain.  Full  instruction  and  practical 
clinical  work  is  given  especially  in  the  preparation  of  vital  teeth 
for  porcelain  jacket  or  veneer  crowns.  In  the  Laboratory,  the 
technic  work  is  carefully  gone  through,  and  the  many  cases  in  the 
Infirmary  supply  abundant  opportunity  to  put  in  practice  the 
knowledge  acquired  in  the  technic  laboratory. 

CHEMISTRY 

PROFESSOR  G.  F.   FRANCIS,  S.   J.,  PH.  D. 
ASSOCIATE   PROFESSOR  A.    M.    ALVARADO,    PH.    D. 

1.  Inorganic  Chemistry:  This  is  a  practical  course  in  the 
study  of  the  elements,  their  compounds,  characteristics,  and  proper- 
ties.    In  the   laboratory,   practical    Qualitative   and   Quantitative 

methods  of  analysis  are  required  of  each  student.  (1925-1926). 

2.  Metallurgy:  Careful  study  of  metals  and  compounds,  and 
of  the  scientific  principles  which  must  be  considered  in  the  actual 
work  in  the  laboratory. 

3.  Organic  Chemistry:  This  course  covers  the  most  common 
groups  and  their  important  relation  to  the  dentist.  In  the  labo- 
ratory of  physiological  chemistry  frequent  tests  and  analyses  are 
made  by  the  students. 
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DRAWING  (1926-1927) 

PROFESSOR  ALLISON  OWEN,  A.  I.  A. 
PROFESSOR  PETER  TORRE,  A.  B.,  D.  E. 

Students  are  required  to  present  plates  covering  the  elementarj 
principles  of  drawing  and  practice  in  the  use  of  instruments.  Be- 
sides the  technical  training,  free  hand  work  is  required  in  the  pro- 
duction of  illustrative  charts  of  dental  subjects  with  attention  to 
perspective  and  shading. 

EMBRYOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  T.  J.  DIMITRY,  M.   D.,  F.  A.   C.   S. 

Course  in  the  elements  of  general  embryology,  ending  in  a 
special  consideration  of  the  dental  tissues  and  anatomy  of  the 
nervous  system. 

ENGLISH   (1926-1927) 

INSTRUCTOR  HERBERT  WELSH,  B.  S. 

This  course  reviews  the  general  principles  of  composition  and 
ip.sists  on  securing  a  neat  and  clear  style,  free  from  any  violations 
of  syntax.  The  style  of  letters,  essays,  and  speeches  is  emphasized 
with  the  view  of  preparing  the  students  for  the  use  they  must  make 
of  English  in  their  professional  life. 

ETHICS 

PROFESSOR  M.  BURKE,  S.  J.,  PH.  D. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  right,  moral  conduct  are  given 
in  these  lectures  with  particular  applications  to  the  duties  of  the 
dentist  in  regard  to  his  patients,  the  community,  and  his  fellow 
practitioners. 

HISTOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  S.  L.  TIBLIER,  A.  B.,  M.  S.,  D.  D.  S. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  A.  C.   BROUSSARD,  D.   D.   S. 

General  Histology:  This  course  embraces  the  practical  study 
of  cells  and  tissues  of  the  body.  Microscopical  study  of  the  cells 
as  the  structural  and  functional  unit  of  the  body  is  insisted  upon. 
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Dental  Histology:  The  tissues  of  the  teeth  and  oral  cavity  are 
studied  with  greater  minuteness.  Charts  and  models  are  made  use 
of,  and  special  slides  are  prepared  for  microscopical  study  and  pro- 
jection. 

CLINICAL  DENTISTRY— INFIRMARY  PRACTICE 

PROFESSOR  C.   V.   VIGNES,  A.   M.,  D.   D.    S.,   F.   A.   C.   D. 

SUPT.   OF   CLINIC,   F.   J.    GENRE,    D.    D.    S. 

DEMONSTRATOR   A.   P.   DANSEREAU,   D.    D.    S. 

Practical  training  is  given  in  prophylaxis,  and  in  operative  and 
prosthetic  dentistry.  The  students  under  the  actual  supervision  of 
the  demonstrators  attend  to  the  patients  that  present  themselves 
at  the  clinic.  Difficult  cases  are  inspected  and  discussed  before 
the  students  by  the  professors  of  the  respective  branches.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  safely  guide  them  to  correct,  safe,  and  up-to-date 
methods  of  procedure. 

JURISPRUDENCE 


PROFESSOR  A.   J.  BONOMO,  A.  B.,  LL.  D. 

Dental  Jurisprudence :  These  lectures  cover  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations pertaining  to  the  practice  of  dentistry,  with  all  the  legal 
relationship  of  dentist  and  patient,  their  rights  and  liabilities,  etc. 

MATERIA  MEDICA 

INSTRUCTOR   L.    R.    ROLLING,   PH.    G.,   D.    D.    S. 

This  course  includes  the  classification,  description,  compound- 
ing, properties,  and  action  of  drugs  and  medicines  which  a  dentist 
may  have  to  deal  with.  Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  action  of 
the  more  important  drugs  used  in  dentistry,  with  a  full  discussion 
of  their  physiological  effects  and  the  proper  methods  of  administra- 
tion. 

Prescription  writing  is  explained  in  detail,  and  the  students 
are  made  to  fill  common  prescriptions  in  the  pharmacy  laboratory 
under  the  professor's  direction. 
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OPERATIVE  DENTISTRY 

PROFESSOR  E.   A.  GAMARD,  D.   D.   S. 

INSTRUCTOR    D.    F.    BALLINA,    D.    D.    S. 
DEMONSTRATOR  E.    J.    ARMAND,    D.   D.    S. 

1.  Operative  Dentistry:  The  lectures  cover  the  entire  field  of 
operative  dentistry.  The  student  is  made  familiar  with  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  dental  operations,  the  technic  methods  to  be 
used  in  treating  decay,  preparing  cavities,  and  the  most  approved 
method  of  filling  teeth. 

2.  Operative  Technics:  In  the  laboratory,  a  thorough  course 
is  given  in  practical  operations  on  natural  or  carved  teeth,  until 
the  student  is  perfectly  familiar  with  the  forms  and  structure  of 
the  teeth,  the  location,  size  and  shape  of  the  pulp  chamber  and 
canals.  The  student  thus  becomes  familiar  with  the  technic  of 
operations  before  passing  to  the  Clinic. 

3.  Clinic  Practice:  Under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
demonstrators,  the  student  is  made  to  carry  out  in  actual  opera- 
tions the  principles  which  he  has  learned  in  the  lecture  room  and 
laboratory. 

ORAL  HYGIENE  AND  PROPHYLAXIS 

ASSOCIATE1   PROFESSOR   A.    P.    DANSEREAU,    D.   D.    S. 

In  this  course  the  health  of  the  mouth  and  the  dangers  of  in- 
fection to  the  teeth  and  gums  from  lack  of  proper  care,  are  taught 
in  detail.  The  best  methods  of  Prophylaxis  are  explained,  which 
are  made  eminently  practical  by  work  on  actual  cases  in  the  In- 
firmary. 

SURGERY 

PROFESSOR    C.    P.    KELLEHER,   D.    D.    S. 

PROFESSOR   HOMER   DUPUY,  PH.   D.,   M.  D. 

ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  J.   M.  HOUNTHA,  M.   D. 

INSTRUCTOR  G.  O.  ROSADO,  D.  D.  S. 

1.  General  Surgery:  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  application  of  surgical  prin- 
ciples in  order  that  he  may  be  better  fitted  to  cooperate  with  the 
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surgeon  in  consultation  and  more  fully  comprehend  the  complica- 
tions which  may  arise  in  his  practice. 

The  class  is  taken  to  the  hospital  and  given  the  opportunity  of 
observing  cases  in  the  surgical  wards. 

2.  Oral  Surgery:  Lectures  cover  the  principles  of  general 
surgery  with  particular  reference  to  the  operations  of  nose,  mouth, 
and  throat. 

In  the  clinics  of  Charity  Hosptial,  the  students  witness  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  various  affections  of  ear,  nose,  and 
throat,  and  are  instructed  in  the  administration  of  anesthetics. 

The  Senior  students  under  a  Professor  or  Instructor  of  the 
Oral  Surgery  department  assist  at  the  Free  Dental  Clinic  of 
Charity  Hospital  daily  from  11  to  12.  This  offers  an  abundant 
field  for  diagnosis  and  practical  experience  in  Exodontia. 

In  the  Dental  Infirmary  and  in  Charity  Hospital  serious  cases 
of  affected  jaws  and  sinuses  are  examined  and  treated  by  the  Pro- 
fessor with  the  students  assisting. 

3.  Exodontia:  The  scientific  extraction  of  teeth  is  carefully 
explained  in  lectures,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  difficult 
cases  that  the  dentist  meets  with.  Special  clinic  periods  are  as- 
signed for  demonstrations  in  the  Oral  Surgery  rooms  of  the  Col- 
lege of  difficult  and  instructive  cases  at  which  the  students  assist. 

4.  Anesthesia :  Didactic  lectures  are  given  in  general  and  local 
anesthetics.  There  are  frequent  demonstrations  of  conductive 
and  infiltrate  methods,  and  the  seniors  are  trained  to  administer 
the  anesthetic  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator. 

The  students  attend  the  clinic  operations  of  our  surgeons  at 
Charity  Hospital  and  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  nitrous  oxide, 
ethyl  chloride,  ether,  chloroform,  and  novocain. 

ORTHODONTIA 

PROFESSOR  R.   W.   GASTON,  D.   D.   S. 

Orthodontia:  This  course  covers  the  theory  and  practice  of 
correcting  the  irregularities  of  the  teeth  and  dentofacial  deformi- 
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ties.    Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  case  of  decichioug  teeth 
and  the  corrective  treatment  of  the  permanent  ones. 

The  technic  laboratory  work  consists  of  free-hand  soldering, 
preparation  of  adjusting,  regulating,  and  retaining  appliances,  and 
the  making  of  accurate  methods. 

In  the  Infirmary  each  student  must  conduct  two  or  more  casei 
throughout  the  year  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor. 

OSTEOLOGY 

PROFESSOR   VAL    H.    FUCHS,   M.    D. 

This  branch  is  found  sufficiently  important  to  demand  more 
attention  than  is  usually  given  the  subject,  and  is  treated  sepa- 
rately from  the  general  anatomical   course. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  bones  which  will  most  interest 
the  dentist. 

PATHOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  S.  L.  TIBLIER,  A.  Bv  M.  S.,  D.  D.  S. 

General  Pathology:  These  lectures  give  the  principles  of  gener- 
al pathology  with  special  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  dental 
student.  The  pathological  condition  of  the  important  organs  of 
the  body  when  diseased,  are  explained,  and  prepared  slides  are 
studied  under  the  microscope.  Autopsies  are  held,  and  the  students 
are  taught  to  prepare  specimens  for  examination  and  diagnosis. 

PHYSIOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  L.   M.   PROVOSTY,  M.   D. 
DEMONSTRATOR    J.    L.   ARNANDEZ 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  both  didactic  and  experimental. 
The  lectures  cover  the  whole  field  of  general  physiology,  the  func- 
tions, composition,  and  operations  of  the  body  structures. 

In  the  laboratory  small  mammals  are  used  for  dissection  work 
to  help  the  student  to  identify  the  structures  and  to  observe  the 
physiological  processes  of  respiration,  circulation,  and  digestion. 
Attention  is  given  to  the  instruments  of  precision  for  recording  the 
more  delicate  functions. 
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PHYSICS  (1925-1926) 

PROFESSOR  0.   L.   ABELL,  S.   J. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  ALEXIUS  VOORHIES,  M.   S. 

This  lecture  course  covers  the  general  field  of  physics — me- 
chanics, heat,  light,  and  electricity  with  special  attention  to  such 
subjects  as  will  be  most  useful  to  the  dentist,  as  the  theory  of 
X-rays,  lantern  projection,  etc.  The  very  complete  equipment  of 
the  laboratory  of  Physics  enables  the  student  to  gain  practical 
knowledge  of  the  machines. 

PRINCIPLES  OF  MEDICINE 

PROFESSOR  W.  V.  GALE,  B.  S.,  PH.  G.,  M.  D. 

1.  Infectious  diseases.  2.  Constitutional  diseases.  3.  Dis- 
eases of  the  heart  and  lungs.  4.  Diseases  resulting  from  Dental 
Pathology.  Lectures  are  given  on  the  history,  etiology,  symptoms 
and  treatment  of  the  diseases  most  important  for  the  dentist  to 
recognize  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  Particular  care  is  given 
to  instruct  the  student  on  the  anesthetic  of  choice,  and  the  con- 
ditions unfavorable  for  the  administration  of  anesthetics.  The 
significance  of  diseases  during  which  dental  procedures  must  be 
conducted  with  extreme  caution  to  obviate  untoward  results.  The 
importance  of  focal  infections,  general  and  local.  The  lectures 
are  emphasized  by  frequent  demonstrations  as  occasion  presents,  in 
the  lecture  hall,  Charity  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu,  on  the  subject 
matter  covered.  The  knowledge  thus  acquired  is  of  inestimable 
value  in  the  study  of  physical  diagnosis.

PHYSICAL  DIAGNOSIS 

PROFESSOR  W.  V.  GALE,  B.  S.,  PH.  G.,  M.  D. 
PROFESSOR  HOMER  DUPUY,  PH.  D.,  M.  D. 

1.  General  principles  of  physical  diagnosis. 

2.  Methods  of  examination,  percussion,  palpation,  auscultation, 
blood  pressure  determinations,  laboratory  diagnosis,  urine 
analysis,  coagulation  time  tests,  etc. 
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3.     Differentiating  the  normal  from  the  abnormal,  particularly 
of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

The  Evidence  of  Disease  comprises: 

1.  A  brief  consideration  of  the  clinical  anatomy  and  physiology 
of  certain  organs  and  systems. 

2.  A  description  of  the  approved  methods  of  examination. 

3.  A  careful  consideration  of  the  diagnostic  significance  of  each 
sign  and  symptom. 

4.  From  these  deductions   diagnosis,   direct  and  differential,  is 
made. 

For  the  purpose  of  clinical  study,  the  subject  is  divided  into 
medical  and  surgical  diagnosis.  The  students,  in  small  sections, 
witness  demonstrations  of  the  various  methods  of  diagnosis  con- 
ducted by  our  professors,  in  their  respective  specialties  at  the 
Charity  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu. 

DENTAL  PATHOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  S.  L.  TIBLIER,  A.  B.,  M.  S.,  D.  D.  S. 

Diseases  of  the  teeth  and  associated  parts  are  described  in  de- 
tail, the  symptoms  for  correct  diagnosis  are  carefully  noted,  and 
the  proper  treatment  suggested. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  neoplasms  of  the 
mouth  and  jaws,  and  of  the  pathological  changes  of  dental  pulp, 

peridental  membrane,  alveolar  process,  and  such  malignant  types 
as  Vincent's  Angina,  etc.

cosmetics  of  the  individual  case,  of  finishing  and  polishing  base- 
plates, etc.  are  fully  explained  and  demonstrated. 

In  the  laboratory  the  students  are  practiced  in  all  details  of 
construction  of  artificial  dentures.  Each  student  is  required  to 
prepare  satisfactory  models  of  the  various  types  to  be  kept  in  the 
exhibit  case  as  a  record  of  skill.

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THE  SCHOOL  OF  LAW 


Historical  Statement.  Loyola  Night  Law  School  was  estab- 
lished in  October,  1914.  During  the  first  year  of  its  existence  the 
classes  were  held  in  the  Alumni  Hall  of  the  College  of  the  Im- 
maculate Conception,  Common  and  Baronne  Streets.  An  increase 
in  the  student  body  made  the  removal  of  the  school  necessary,  and 
it  was  decided  to  use  the  spacious  halls  of  the  University. 

The  University  is  located  on  St.  Charles  Avenue,  opposite 
Audubon  Park.  The  Law  School  is  housed  in  Marquette  Hall, 
the  main  building,  thus  affording  ample  space  for  all  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Department.  Several  ear  lines  put  it  in  easy 
reach  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

Studies.  The  Course  of  Studies  embraces  the  entire  field  of 
law,  but  has  been  mapped  out  with  the  special  end  in  view  of  quali- 
fying the  student  for  practice  before  the  State  Courts  of  Louisiana 
and  the  Federal  Courts  generally.  It  provides,  however,  a  special 
course  in  Common  Law,  and  is  sufficiently  broad  in  its  scope 
to  cover,  generally,  the  law  of  the  other  States,  as  is  proved  by 
the  fact  that  those  of  our  students  who  have  taken  the  Bar  Exam- 
inations in  Common  Law  States  have  passed  successsf ully.  Evening 
classes  were  decided  upon,  partly  as  offering  opportunities  to  many 
ambitious  and  worthy  students  whose  occupations  would  de- 
prive them  of  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  profession,  and  partly 
in  order  that  students  might  be  able  to  combine  the  practical  with 
the  theoretical  side  of  the  law  by  entering  the  offices  of  practicing 
attorneys  and  benefiting  by  the  experience  thus  gained.  There  is 
also  a  Day  Course  to  accomodate  those  not  wishing  to  pursue  the 
night  course.  The  textbook  and  lecture  system  is  followed  through- 
out the  entire  course,  and  reference  is  made  to  leading  cases  on  the 
important  points  of  each  subject.  The  student  is  required  to  read 
the  daily  assignment  in  each  course  before  the  class  session.  The 
professor  then  lectures  on  the  text  assigned,  comments  on  the  lead- 
ing cases,  points  out  difficulties,  and  explains  them.  Later,  quizzes 
are  held  covering  the  same  matter,  in  which  the  student  is  ques- 
tioned and  made  to  apply  the  principles  studied.     In  this  way 
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he  is  given  every  opportunity  to  attain  a  fair  mastery  of  each 
particular  branch. 

The  curriculum  of  studies  covers  a  period  of  three  years  in  the 
Day  Course,  and  four  years  in  the  Night  Course,  at  the  end  of 
which  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  is  conferred  on  those  who 
have  passed  successfully  the  required  examinations  in  the  entire 
course. 

Sessions.  The  regular  sessions  begin  about  the  third  week  of 
September  of  each  year,  and  extend  to  the  end  of  the  following 

May,  for  the  Day  Students  thus  covering  (exclusive  of  all  holidays) 
thirty-two  full  weeks;  and  for  the  Night  Students  to  the  end  of 
the  following  June,  thus  covering  (exclusive  of  all  holidays)  forty 
full  weeks.  The  regular  examinations  for  the  Day  Students  will 
commence  in  the  third  week  of  May,  and  the  Night  Students,  the 
third  week  in  June,  although  occasional  examinations  may  be  held 
during  the  session.  Classes  are  held  on  all  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays  ,in  the  Night  School,  from 
7  to  9  p.  m.,  and  therefore  include  ten  full  lecture  hours  per  week, 
which  are  at  times  extended.  In  the  Day  course,  lectures  are  given 
on  the  same  days  but  from  8  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m.  including  at  least 
fifteen  hours  per  week. 

Requirements.  Applicants  will  be  admitted  to  the  Professional 
Course  who  have  completed  their  eighteenth  year  at  the  time  of 
registration,  have  graduated  from  a  recognized  high  school,  and 
have  had  two  years  of  college,  or  education  equivalent  thereto. 
Applicants  who  do  not  present  Freshman  and  Sophomore  college 
credits  will  be  admitted,  if,  on  examination,  the  Regent  shall  de- 
cide that  they  have  otherwise  attained  the  education  which  such 
credits  represent.  Educational  credits  do  not  of  themselves  qualify 
for  admisssion.  The  educational  and  mental  capacity  to  study  law 
is  the  ultimate  test;  and  for  this  end  further  training  will  be  de- 
manded should  lack  of  maturity  or  other  deficiencies  in  the  ap- 
plicant so  require. 

Suspension,  dismissal,  or  other  penalty  for  negligence,  moral 
or  intellectual  unfitness,  or  whatsoever  cause,  is  always  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty. 
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Students  who  have  completed  the  full  three  years  in  the  Day 
Course,  or  the  four  years  in  the  Night  Course  and  passed  satisfac- 
torily the  required  examinations,  will  be  entitled  to  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.  B.)  on  the  regular  commencement 
days  of  the  University,  provided  they  have  then  completed  their 
twenty-first  year  or  shall  complete  the  same  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  October  next  thereafter. 

Applicants  unable  to  meet  the  requirements  for  admission  or 
to  follow  the  entire  course,  may  be  enrolled  as  special  students 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  American  Bar  Association.    These 
will  be  ineligible  for  a  Degree,  but  will  be   awarded   certificates 
showing  the  credits  earned  and  the  work  accomplished. 

Only  those  applicants  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
who  have  done  accredited  work  in  regular  attendance  at  a  recog- 
nized law  school,  and  who  present  satisfactory  credentials  there- 
from. Such  candidates  are  required  to  complete  all  the  courses  in 
our  Curricula  for  which  they  bring  no  credits,  and  no  student  shall 
be  considered  eligible  for  a  degree  who  has  not  completed  at  Loyola 
University  School  of  law  at  least  one  scholastic  year  of  resident 
study.  Office  and  Correspondence  School  work  will  not  be  con- 
sidered for  credits  or  advancement.

The  Athletic  and  Student  Publication  Fees  confer  on  Law 
Students  the  privileges  of  College  games  and  events,  and  of  Col- 
lege publications  of  legal  and  general  interest. 

The  tuition  fee  is  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  viz:  On  date 
of  registration,  and  on  the  first  day  of  December,  February  and 
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April.  Conditioned  students  must  pay  $5.00  before  re-examination 
in  any  subject.  All  other  payments,  except  graduation  fee,  must 
be  made  on  or  before  registration.  Students  in  arrears  will  not 
be  permitted  to  take  the  examinations. 

Outside  of  the  Louisiana  Civil  Code  and  Code  of  Practice,  the 
yearly  cost  of  text-books  should  not  exceed  $30.00. 

Registration.  Students  intending  to  enter  the  schools  must 
register  between  the  second  Monday  in  September  and  the  day  of 
the  opening.  For  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  approved  by  the 
Dean,  students  may  under  exceptional  conditions  be  allowed  ex- 
tension, but  under  no  circumstances  will  a  student  be  given  credit 
for  a  full  course  who  fails  to  register  before  or  within  the  second 
week  of  October.  A  certificate  of  character  and  conduct,  attested 
by  at  least  two  reputable  persons,  will  be  required  of  all  applicants. 

Library.  The  Miller  Law  Library,  comprising  the  latest  edi- 
tions of  standard  text  and  source  books,  several  sets  of  the  TJ.  S. 
Supreme  Court  and  of  the  Louisiana  Reports,  the  complete  Acts 
of  Louisiana,  the  Federal  Reports,  the  leading  State  Reports, 
the  commentaries  of  the  prominent  Common  Law  jurists,  and 
the  completest  collection  in  the  United  States  in  some  four  thou- 
sand volumes  of  Civil  Code  literature,  presents  to  the  Loyola  Law 
students  and  lecturers  an  inexhaustible  and  always  satisfying 
source  of  study  and  research.  The  Library  was  founded  by  the 
initial  donation  of  the  entire  collection  of  Judge  Branch  K.  Miller 
of  some  four  thousand  volumes,  and  was  soon  supplemented  by 
the  Common  Law  collection  of  Hon.  Lamar  Stephens,  the  noted 
Georgia  jurist,  and  by  valuable  donations  of  C.  W.  and  W.  C. 
Staub  of  New  Orleans.  The  value  of  the  Law  Library  has  since 
been  notably  enhanced  by  the  donations  of  the  law  libraries  of  the 
late  Chief  Justice  of  the  TJ.  S.  Supreme  Court  Edward  Douglas 
White,  of  the  late  Justice  Charles  Parlange  and  of  Justice  John 
St.  Paul  of  Louisiana,  and  of  the  Hon.  Francis  and  Jerome 
Mullin,  late  of  the  New  York  Bar.  These  collections  embrace 
many  precious  volumes  of  special  worth  to  Civil  and  Common 
Law  Students  ,and  raise  the  library  content  to  over  thirteen  thou- 
sand volumes. 
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The  Faculty  gratefully  acknowledges  further  donations  from  the 
following:  Hon.  Zach  Spearing,  J.  Edmond  Douglas,  John  J. 
McCloskey  and  Francis  Williams. 

The  fund  created  by  the  library  and  re-examination  fees  and 
by  donations,  is  invested  in  new  accretions  to  the  Law  Library, 
thus  keeping  it  continuously  abreast  of  legal  progress.

The  students  are  assisted  in  its 
production  by  the  Faculty,  who  aim  to  give  the  Journal  a  text-book 
value,  and  have  so  prescribed  and  made  obligatory  its  use.

Post-Graduate  Course 

The  system  of  instruction  in  this  department  constitutes  Uni- 
versity post-graduate  work  in  law,  along  more  advanced  lines  than 
those  followed  in  undergraduate  education.  Its  purpose  is  to 
round  out  and  supplement  the  legal  education  received  in  the 
undergraduate  course.  It  leads  to  the  degree  Master  of  Laws 
(LL.  M.).  This  degree  is  conferred  upon  those  who  have  already 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  (LL.  B.)  from  a  school  of 
recognized  standing,  and  have  attended  Loyola  Law  School  as 
registered  students  in  the  Post-Graduate  Class  for  a  period  of  one 
year,  having  passed  examinations  successfully  in  any  six  of  the 
subjects  listed  in  the  Post-Graduate  Curriculum,  and  having  sub- 
mitted a  satisfactory  thesis  on  a  legal  topic.  The  course  in  Legal 
Philosophy  is  compulsory  upon  those  candidates  who  have  not 
completed  a  philosophical  course  in  some  recognized  institution 
of  learning.  The  Louisiana  Civil  Code  and  Code  of  Practice  is, 
moreover,  required  of  all  Post-Graduate  candidates  who  have  not 
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already  passed  therein.  The  Dean  may,  in  special  cases,  substitute 
subjects  of  the  professional  course  for  any  in  the  following  Post-

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Many  bright  and  ambitious  men  and  women,  of  approved  moral 
character,  are  debarred  from  the  opportunity  of  entering  upon  the 
study  of  Law  because  of  lack  of  funds. 

The  University,  on  the  one  hand,  is  most  anxious  to  assist 
each  deserving  student,  but,  on  the  other,  it  depends  on  the  income 
from  tuition  fees  to  support  the  various  departments.  The  Uni- 
versity, therefore  must  look  to  generous  benefactors  who,  in  their 
charity,  wish  to  help  native  sons  and  daughters  in  this  way  by 
supplying  funds  necessary  to.  care  for  a  student's  tuition. 

Perpetual  Scholarship  is  founded  when  an  endowment  of  $3000 
is  set  aside  for  that  purpose. 

Scholarships  cover  the  tuition  fee  only.  The  holder  of  the 
scholarship  must  pay  the  special  fees  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  must  at  all  times  set  an  example  of  good  conduct  and  serious 
application.  The  honor  will  be  forfeited  by  any  holder  of  a  scholar- 
ship whose  grades  during  a  semester  are  unsatisfactory. 
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HISTORY 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  was  originally  the  New  Orleans  College 
of  Pharmacy  and  was  incorporated  under  that  name  May  14,  1900. 

In  1913  it  became  affiliated  with  Loyola  University. 

In  May,  1919  the  New  Orleans  College  of  Pharmacy  was  taken 
over  by  Loyola  University,  with  all  its  rights  and  privileges. 


ANNOUNCEMENT 

This  College  holds  membership  in  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  the  object  of  which  is  to  promote  the 
interests  of  pharmaceutical  education.  All  institutions  holding 
membership  in  this  Association  must  maintain  certain  minimum 
requirements  for  entrance  and  graduation.  Through  the  influence 
of  this  Conference  higher  standards  of  education  have  been  adopted 
from  time  to  time  and  the  fact  that  several  states  by  law  and  by 
Board  ruling  recognize  the  standards  of  the  Conference  is  evi- 
dence of  its  influence. 

The  College  is  also  given  full  recognition  by  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  provide  instruction  for  students 
who  desire  to  acquire  the  special  training  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cessful practice  of  pharmacy.  The  importance,  both  to  the  phar- 
macist and  to  the  public,  of  a  thorough  scientific  training  in 
pharmacy  is  now  fully  recognized.  It  is  also  generally  acknowl- 
edged that  the  dispenser  of  medicines  must  be  held  responsible  for 
the  strength  and  purity  of  his  preparations.  The  old-time  ap- 
prenticeship in  the  drug  store  has  long  ceased  to  be  adequate  to 
educate  properly  the  prospective  pharmacist.  The  necessary  edu- 
cation cannot  be  found  in  the  drug  store  alone,  however  valuable 
the  experience  gained  there.  In  this  day  and  time  it  is  necessary 
that  the  prospective  pharmacist  pursue  a  thorough  and  systematic 
course  in  pharmacy,  under  the  guidance  of  experienced  teachers 
and  aided  by  the  facilities  for  instruction  which  a  well  equipped 
school  of  pharmacy  affords. 

The  course  of  instruction  followed  adheres  as  closely  as  possible 
to  the  PHARMACEUTICAL  SYLLABUS,  recommended  by  the 
National  Committee  represented  by  the  Boards  and  Schools  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  United  States. 
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EQUIPMENT 

The  School  of  Pharmacy,  having  completely  outgrown  its  old 
quarters,  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  have  larger  and  more 
commodious  quarters  for  the  School.  These  we  have  found  in  the 
New  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  Building  on  the  grounds  of  Loyola 
University. 

We  are  now  settled  in  our  new  home,  the  Chemistry  and  Phar- 
macy Building,  which,  together  with  Equipment,  cost  approx- 
imately $350,000. 

There  are  two  Chemical,  two  Pharmaceutical  and  two  Eesearch 
Laboratories. 

The  Laboratories  are  provided  with  all  the  necessary  fixtures, 
apparatus  and  conveniences.  The  desks  alone  in  these  two  labora- 
tories cost  approximately  $20,000. 

The  Pharmacognosy  Laboratory  is  provided  with  all  the  latest 
appliances  and  conveniences  for  high-grade  work. 

Each  branch  of  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  has  its  own  lecture 
room.  The  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  are  heated  by  steam 
and  lighted  by  electricity;  and  they  have  been  carefully  arranged 
so  as  to  afford  the  maximum  of  comfort  to  the  students  and  the 
maximum  of  convenience  to  the  Professors  and  Instructors.

SYSTEM    OF    INSTRUCTION 

The  instruction  in  this  institution  is  divided  into  a  Freshman, 
Junior  and  Senior  course  of  32  weeks  each,  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy  (Ph.  G.). 

Beginning  in  September,  1925,  the  minimum  Course  in  Phar- 
macy will  be  three   (3)   years. 

Throughout  the  session  examinations  will  be  held  periodically, 
and  if  the  students  make  the  required  standing  they  will  be  ex- 
empted from  the  final  examinations.  Those  passing  the  periodical 
or  final  examinations  will  be  permitted  to  enter  the  next  higher 
class. 

The  Freshman  course  embraces  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Theoretical 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmaceutical  Manipulations;  Physics,  as  applied 
to  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry;  Botany,  Physiology,  Arithmetic  and 
English. 

The  Junior  course  is  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  Freshman 
year.  It  embraces  Inorganic,  Organic  and  Analytical  Chemistry, 
Theoretical  and  Practical  Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica,  Phar- 
macognosy, Toxicology  and  Dispensing. 

The  Senior  course  is  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  Junior  year, 
taking  up  the  more  difficult  and  advanced  work  required  of  the 
pharmacist.  It  embraces  Organic  and  Analytical  Chemistry, 
Practical  Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacognosy,  Bacteriology, 
Toxicology  and  Dispensing.

The  unconsumed  balance  of  the  Laboratory  Breakage  Deposit 
is  returned  to  the  student  at  the  close  of  each  year. 

No  fees  except  Laboratory  Breakage  will  be  returned  to  any 
student  in  the  event  of  leaving  College  after  matriculating. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
Tuition  is  to  be  paid  in  full  with  the  other  fees  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session,  or  in  two  installments,  of  which  the  first  is  due 
and  payable  with  the  other  fees  at  the  beginning  of  the  session 
and  the  second  is  due  and  payable  February  first. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  examination  for  advancement  or 
graduation  until  all  fees  and  tuition  due  are  paid. 

Admission  of  Students 

Men  and  women  are  admitted  to  all  classes  upon  equal  terms. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  first-year  class  as  candidates  for 
a  degree  must  be  at  least  seventeen  years  of  age,  must  be  of  good 
moral  character,  and  must  present  certificates  of  graduation 
from  a  recognized  high  school  offering  a  four  years'  course,  or 
the  equivalent  as  shown  by  properly  certified  credentials.  At 
least  fifteen  high  school  units  are  required,  of  which  three  units 
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must  be  in  English,  two  units  in  mathematics,  one  unit  in  one 
science.  The  remaining  nine  units  may  he  selected  from  certain 
subjects  ordinarily  taught  in  high  schools. 

Blank  forms  for  these  certificates  will  be  supplied  by  the  Uni- 
versity upon  application. 

Matriculation 

Matriculation  books  will  open  for  the  coming  session  in  Septem- 
ber. Students  outside  of  the  city  should  send  to  the  Eegistrar 
their  certificates  or  other  matter  showing  the  extent  of  their  pre- 
liminary education.  This  will  avoid  delay,  and  will  give  us  time 
to  pass  upon  the  student's  fitness  to  enter  our  Freshman  Class. 

All  Students  are  expected  to  be  matriculated  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  session,  thus  allowing  ample  time  to  be  assigned  to  class 
and  provided  with  laboratory  outfit. 

Students  should  be  present  on  the  opening  day  of  classes  and 
will  not  be  admitted  under  any  circumstances  after  the  first  fifteen 
days. 

Senior  Glass 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Senior  Class  of  1928  must  have 
attended  and  completed  the  Freshman  and  Junior  course  of  in- 
struction in  this  College,  or  give  evidence  of  having  attended  a 
similar  course  at  some  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  and  having 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  subject-matter  of  the 
Junior  year  of  this  College ;  provided,  the  work  done  is  fully  equiv- 
alent to  such  subjects  included  in  the  first  two  years'  work  of  this 
College. 

Women  in  Pharmacy 

Women  possess  peculiar  fitness  for  the  study  and  pursuit  of 
pharmacy.  This  fact  is  becoming  daily  more  recognized  and  the 
number  of  women  engaged  in  this  calling  is  constantly  increasing. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

Candidates  for  graduation  in  1928  must  have  attended  three  full 
courses  of  instruction  in  pharmacy,  the  last  of  which  must  have 
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been  at  this  College;  and  they  must  have  attained  the  required 
percentage  in  the  periodic  or  final  examinations. 

Unless  excused  by  the  Dean  for  sickness  or  other  cause,  all 
students  must  have  attended  during  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the 
hours  of  instruction  in  each  Department  throughout  the  term, 
with  a  general  attendance  of  ninety  per  cent.  Failing  to  com- 
ply with  this  condition,  the  student  will  forfeit  the  privilege  of 
presenting  himself  or  herself  for  examination. 

All  candidates  must  be  present  at  the  Commencement  Exercises 
and  receive  their  degrees  in  person.  No  excuse  outside  of  serious 
illness,  attested  by  a  reputable  physician,  will  be  accepted.  The 
University  will  not  confer  degrees  in  absentia. 

Degrees 

The  degree  conferred  by  this  institution  on  its  graduates  is  that 
of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy  (Ph.  G.). 

Prizes 

National  Drug  Clerk  Association  Prize 

An  annual  prize,  consisting  of  life  membership  in  the  National 
Association  of  Drug  Clerks,  valued  at  twenty  dollars,  is  awarded 
the  Senior  student  who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  Pharmacy,  the 
Senior  who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  Chemistry,  and  the  Senior 
who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  Materia  Medica. 

The  I.  L.  Lyons  &  Co.  Medal 

A  gold  medal  is  offered  by  the  I.  L.  Lyons  &)  Co.  to  the  Senior 
student  who  makes  the  highest  general  average  in  all  the  subjects 
covered  in  Senior  year. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
PHARMACY 

First  Year  Pharmacy 

Theoretical  Pharmacy 

The  First  Year  Course  is  essentially  one  dealing  with  Pharma- 
ceutical Physics,  in  which  the  applications  of  general  physical  laws 
to  Pharmacy  are  pointed  out  and  the  methods  in  general  use  are 
described.  The  various  operations  of  manufacturing  are  delineated 
and  illustrated  by  models,  diagrams,  apparatus,  etc.,  and  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  reasons  for  the  said  operations  and  methods 
employed. 

The  following  outline  shows  the  general  character  of  the  Course. 

A  consideration  of  weights  and  measures;  the  various  systems 
in  use  and  their  relation  to  each  other;  the  construction,  choice 
and  care  of  a  balance;  instruments  of  measure  and  methods  of 
testing  and  verifying  them;  specific  gravity  and  its  use;  specific 
volume. 

Heat,  its  nature,  sources  and  properties;  methods  of  regulating 
and  controlling  it  for  various  purposes;  the  construction  and  uses 
of  steam  apparatus,  baths,  etc.;  the  various  forms  of  thermom- 
eters and  their  relationship  to  each  other. 

Evaporation  and  distillation,  with  full  demonstration  of  various 
methods  of  conducting  the  operations ;  and  the  choice  of  apparatus 
therefor. 

Drug  grinding  and  milling;  the  selection  and  use  of  mortars; 
and  the  various  methods  of  powdering  and  sifting  different  kinds 
of  drugs   and  chemicals. 

Solution,  its  laws  and  the  phenomena  accompanying  it;  the 
methods  of  making  and  adjusting  solutions;  and  the  influence  of 
solutions  in  compounding  and  manufacturing. 

Crystallization;  the  properties  of  crystalline  substance;  their 
storage,  changeableness  and  methods  of  restoration. 

Filtration  and  the  methods  of  clarifying  or  decolorizing  liquids; 
the  use  of  funnels  and  filtering  agents  and  the  various  apparatus 
for  filtration. 

Maceration  and  its  applications;  the  economical  methods  of 
conducting  it. 
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Percolation;  its  history,  development  and  applications;  various 
forms  of  Percolators  and  their  choice;  Repercolation  and  frac- 
tional Percolation. 

A  history  of  the  leading  Pharmacopoeias  of  the  world  and  par- 
ticularly that  of  the  United  States — its  legal  status,  character,  pur- 
pose and  contents. 

General  Pharmacy 

This  Course  follows  immediately  after  the  work  in  Theoretical 
Pharmacy  and  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  simple  galenical  prep- 
arations, including  the  medicated  waters,  syrups,  spirits,  emulsions, 
powders,  pills,  etc.  The  lectures  are  accompanied  by  numerous 
demonstrations. 

First  Year:    Lectures  and  Eecitations — 4  hrs.  per  wk.

Laboratory,  4  hrs.  per  wk. 

PROF.  JURACOVICH  and  ASSISTANTS. 

Second  Year  Pharmacy 

This  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  of  first  year  and  begins  with 
a  short  review  of  the  subjects  embraced  in  first  year.  The  course 
embraces  a  study  of  the  inorganic^  chemicals  and  their  preparation, 
such  as  Sodium,  Potassium,  Lithium,  Ammonium,  Calcium,  Stron- 
tium, Magnesium,  Aluminum,  Cadium,  Iron,  Manganese,  Chro- 
mium, Mercury,  Antimony,  Arsenic,  Bismuth,  Copper,  Lead,  Zinc, 
Gold,  Silver,  Cobalt,  Tin  and  Platinum,  as  well  as  the  organic 
substances  Cellulose,  Starches,  Gums,  Sugar,  Coal  Tar  Products 
and  derivations  of  the  same,  Alcohols,,  Fats,  fixed  Oils,  essential 
Oils,  organic  Acids,  Glucosides,  Alkaloids,  neutral  principles  and 
animal  products. 

During  this  course  the  remaining  Pharmacopceial  and  National 
Formulary  Preparations  are  carefully  and  minutely  described  and 
explained.  Those  official  preparations,  the  manufacture  of  which 
requires  a  knowledge  and  understanding  of  Chemistry,  are  con- 
sidered in  this  Course. 

This  Course  likewise  includes  a  thorough  study  of  Prescriptions, 
the  various  kinds  of  Incompatibility,  Solubility  of  ingredients  and 
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abundant  practice  in  the  reading  of  difficult  prescriptions  taken 
from  the  actual  prescription  files  of  the  city  Drug  Stores. 

A'  careful  study  is  made  of  the  Prescription  as  regards  its  pur- 
pose, its  facts  and  the  proper  course  of  procedure  upon  receiving 
a  prescription.  Extensive  practice  is  given  in  reading  and  criti- 
cizing prescriptions  of  every  character.  Most  careful  attention  is 
given  Incompatibility  of  every  kind  and  the  methods  of  over- 
coming same. 

Second  Yew:    Lectures  and  Eecitations,  4  hrs.  per  wk.

CHEMISTRY 
General  (First  Year) 

This  Course  consists  of  lectures  on  the  Elements  and  practical 
Laboratory  Work  supplementing  the  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  include  the  fundamental  principles  of  chemistry, 
definitions  of  Elements,  Atoms,  Molecules,  Acids,  Bases,  Salts, 
explanation  of  the  Ionic  Theory,  Chemical  and  Physical  Laws. 
Every  student  who  pays  proper  attention  will  obtain  a  solid  found- 
ation of  knowledge  which  will  enable  him  to  understand  the  more 
advanced  work  of  chemistry. 

The  Element  studies  include:  Oxygen,  Hydrogen,  Nitrogen, 
Chlorine,  Bromine,  Iodine,  Fluorine,  Sulphur,  Phosphorus,  Carbon, 
Silicon,  Boron,  Arsenic,  Antimony,  Potassium,  Sodium,  Lithium, 
Barium,  Strontium,  Calcium,  Magnesium,  Aluminum,  Zinc  Cad- 
mium, Tin,  Bismuth,  Gold,  Silver  and  Platinum. 

The  study  of  each  Element  is  followed  by  a  consideration  of 
the  Compounds  of  the  Element  with  others  previously  studied; 
in  this  way  are  discussed  Water,  Hydrogen  Dioxide,  Ammonia, 
Oxides  of  Nitrogen,  Hydrochloric,  Hydrobromic  and  Hydriodic 
Acids,  Sulphurous  and  Sulphuric  Acids,  the  Acids  of  Phosphorus 
and  many  other  Compounds. 

The  student  thus  lays  the  foundation  of  a  practical  knowledge 
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of  Chemistry,  which,  when  increased  further  by  the  work  of  the 
second  year,  will  prepare  him  for  active  work  with  pharmaceutical 
processes  based  on  chemical  principles. 

Several  Elements  and  a  large  number  of  Compounds  are 
prepared  in  the  laboratory  and  many  experiments  illustrating  the 
properties  of  both  Elements  and  Compounds  are  performed.  This 
laboratory  practice  is  of  special  importance,  since  it  gives  the  stu- 
dent the  opportunity  to  perform  a  large  number  of  chemical  ex- 
periments having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  subject  matter  of  the 
lectures.  By  these  investigations  of  chemical  phenomena  the  stu- 
dent has  an  opportunity  to  develop  self-reliance  and  acquire  accu- 
rate habits  of  observation.  He  should  also  become  expert  in  chem- 
ical manipulation. 

The  laboratory  work  is  intended  to  teach  the  student: 

(1)  To  observe  and  distinguish  essential  from  non-essential 
phenomena;  (2)  To  express  in  writing  the  results  of  observation; 
and  (3)  To  draw  proper  conclusions  as  to  what  facts  are  taught 
by  the  experiments. 

First  Year:    Lectures  and  Eecitations,  3  hrs.  per  wk. 

Laboratory,  4  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOFS.  FEANCIS,  ALVAEADO  and  ASSISTANTS. 

General  (Second  Year) 

This  Course  is  supplementary  to  the  First  Year  Course  and 
includes : 

Qualitative  Analysis 

The  Course  is  practically  a  Laboratory  Course.  The  Action  of 
the  Group  Eeagents  upon  Solutions  of  all  the  common  base-form- 
ing Elements  is  determined  by  experiment.  The  Bases  are  then 
classified  into  groups.  The  method  of  separation  of  the  Bases  of 
each  group  is  studied  in  connection  with  Solutions  of  known  com- 
position and,  finally,  with  unknown  Solutions.  Full  record  is 
required  for  each  step  taken  during  the  operation :  the  Eeagent 
used,  the  result  obtained,  and  equations  showing  each  chemical 
change.  Acid  Eadicals.  are  studied  in  the  same  systematic  manner. 
The  student  is  required  to  make  a  stated  number  of  correct  analyses 
before  he  is  given  credit  for  the  Course. 
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This  Course  not  only  fits  the  student  for  practical  analytical 
work,  but  rules  and  principles  are  developed  which  greatly  aid  in 
Manufacturing  Chemistry. 

Second  Year:    Lectures  and  Eecitations,  3  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  ALVAEADO. 

Laboratory,  4  hrs.  per  wk.— ASSISTANTS. 

Milk  and  Urine  Analysis 

In  addition  to  the  general  chemical  laboratory  work  as  outlined, 
a  Course  in  Milk  and  Urine  Analysis  will  be  given. 

This  Course  consists  of  Lectures  and  Laboratory  and  comprises 
the  determination  of  Eeaction,  Specific  Gravity,  Fat,  added 
Water,  Preservatives,  etc.  Urine  Analysis  consists  of  all  the  essen- 
tials necessary  to  a  complete  urine  analysis,  both  qualitative  and 
quantitative,  and  comprises  determination  of  Specific  Gravity,  Ee- 
action, Sugar,  Albumen,  Acetone,  Bile,  Phosphates,  etc. 

Organic 

This  Course  includes  a  study  of  the  source  of  Organic  Com- 
pounds, their  properties,  purification,  proximate  and  ultimate 
analysis,  determination  of  melting  and  boiling  points,  homology, 
isomerism,  destructive  distillation,  combustion,  decay,  fermenta- 
tion, determination  of  formula  from  the  results  of  analysis,  struc- 
tural, graphic  and  molecular  formulae,  etc. 

The  Organic  Substances  are  classified  and  studied  under  the 
following  heads:  Hydrocarbons,  Halogen  derivatives  of  Hydro- 
carbons, Alcohols,  Aldehydes,  Acids,  Ethers, — simple  and  com- 
pound,— Ketones,  Fats,  Soaps,  Carbohydrates,  Glucosides,  Cyano- 
gen Compounds,  Mercaptans,  Benzene  and  Benzene  derivatives,  as 
Mono,  Di,  and  Trihydroxy  Compounds,  the  Aldehydes,  Acids, 
Terpenes  and  their  derivatives,  Diazo  Compounds,  Pyridin  Bases, 
animal  and  vegetable  Alkaloids,  Complex  synthetic  Compounds,  as 
Phenacetin,  Antipyrene  and  Acetanilid,  Amines,  Amides  and  other 
organic  substances  of  pharmaceutical  interest. 
,    Lectures  and  Eecitations,  3  hrs.  per  wk.    PEOF.  ALVAEADO. 

Laboratory,  4  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  ALVAEADO  and  ASSISTANTS. 
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MATERIA  MEDICA 

This  is  recognized  as  the  most  difficult  department  of  Pharmacy. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  to  present  the  subject  in  the  most  prac- 
tical and  simple  manner  possible.  The  Drugs  will  be  considered 
from  the  standpoint  of  their  physiological  action  as  the  best  method 
for  remembering  them.  The  classification  of  Drugs  according  to 
natural  order  (or  families)  will  be  taken  up. 

This  Course  consists  of  lectures  and  recitations.  Each  Drug  is 
taken  up  individually,  and  the  student,  not  only  becomes  acquainted 
with  the  official  definition  and  common  names  of  the  Drug,  but 
also  its  chief  constituents,  preparations,  therapeutic  use  and  dosage. 

During  this  Course,  the  student's  attention  is  directed  to  the 
Drugs  derived  from  the  animal  kingdom.  Because  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  popularity  of  substances  from  this  kingdom  for  use  in 
medication,  in  addition  to  the  official  Drugs  of  this  classification, 
a  number  of  non-official  Drugs  are  considered. 

Lectures  and  Eecitations,  4  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  WEILBAECHER. 

Included  in  the  course  on  Materia  Medica  is  a  series  of  SPECIAL 
LECTUEES,  with  class-room  demonstrations,  ON  SERUMS  AND 
BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS— their  manufacture,  use  and  preserva- 
tion. 

Lectures,  1  hr.  per  wk.  PROP.  WILSON. 

PHARMACOGNOSY 

During  the  second  year,  Pharmacognosy  is  taken  up  from  a 
rather  general  standpoint.  A  large  part  of  the  work  is  microscop- 
ical, beginning  with  the  cell,  its  structure,  cell  inclusions  of  phar- 
maceutical importance,  and  continuing  through  the  types  and 
forms  of  tissues.  The  Second  Semester  is  devoted  chiefly  to  the 
histology  of  various  plant  organs  and  the  microscopical  structures 
found  in  powdered  Drugs.  Some  time  is  also  given  to  the  micro- 
scopical examination  of  the  crude  Drug  in  order  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  terms  used  in  crude  Drug  descriptions. 

The  Drugs  are  considered  in  family  groups.  These  are  studied 
from  the  standpoint  of  production,  preparation  for  the  market  and 
preservation.     A  detailed  study  of  each  Drug  is  made  microscopi- 
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cally  both  in  section  and  powder.  The  object  is  to  render  the 
student  capable  not  only  of  recognizing  the  Drug  at  sight,  but  also 
of  judging  its  quality  and  detecting  adulteration  and  contami- 
nation. 

Lectures,  Eecitations  and  Laboratory,  2  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  DOUCET. 

GENERAL  BOTANY 

In  order  to  understand  the  description  of  the  vegetable  Drugs 
in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  the  National  Formulary, 
Dispensatories  and  current  literature,  as  well  as  other  valuable 
works  on  medicinal  plants,  the  knowledge  of  Botany  is  not  only 
desirable,  but  imperative  for  the  well  informed  Pharmacist. 

The  lectures  cover  enough  of  the  life-history  of  cryptogamic 
plants  to  show  their  relationship  in  structure  and  life  history 
to  the  higher  forms.  The  function,  structure  and  morphological 
character  of  the  various  organs  and  members  are  explained  and 
some  of  the  processes  demonstrated  by  means  of  physiological 
apparatus. 

Lectures.  Eecitations  and  Laboratorj^,  2  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  WEILBAECHEE. 
PHYSIOLOGY 

The  Course  in  Physiology  is  designed  primarily  as  a  preparation 
for  the  subsequent  study  of  Toxicology  and  as  an  aid  to  the  student 
in  his  work  as  a  pharmacist.  The  facts  are  presented  in  as  plain 
and  practical  manner  as  possible  and  each  lecture  is  illustrated  by 
suitable  demonstrations,  charts  and  models.  The  general  principles 
of  physiology  and  the  main  organs  and  systems  of  the  body  of 
interest  to  the  Pharmacist  are  considered.  The  following  topics 
are  treated : 

Living  matter,  the  skeleton,  joints,  the  blood  circulation,  respira- 
tion in  lungs  and  tissues,  food,  the  digestive  system,  digestion, 
absorption,  excretion,  by  kidney,  skin,  lungs,  etc. ;  muscles,  the  skin, 
the  nervous  system,  special  senses,  the  eye,  the  ear,  etc.,  common 
injuries  and  inflammations,  bacteria,  disinfection,  sterilization, 
anti-toxins,  etc. ;  common  germ  infections. 

Lectures,  First  Year,  2  hrs.  per  wk. 

PEOF.  WEILBAECHEE. 
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COMMERCIAL  PHARMACY 

During  the  past  few  years  important  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  calling  of  Pharmacy,  necessitating  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  commercial  side. 

The  instruction  in  Commercial  Pharmacy  is  for  the  purpose  of 
fitting  the  student  for  the  proper  conduct  of  business  side  of 
Pharmacy.  It  includes  lectures  and  practical  work  regarding  buy- 
ing, selling,  the  keeping  of  accounts,  care  and  display  of  stock, 
advertising,  property,  contracts,  mortgages,  bonds,  notes,  insurance, 
banking,  checks  and  other  items  that  have  to  be  met  and  dealt 
with  in  general  drug-store  practice. 

Lectures,  Second  Year,  1  hr.  per  wk. 

PROF.  EARHART. 
PHARMACEUTICAL  ARITHMETIC 

This  is  arranged  to  give  the  necessary  skill  and  practice  in  solv- 
ing problems  which  arise  in  the  every-day  life  of  the  Pharmacist, 
as  well  as  in  Chemical  Analysis. 

The  work  is  arranged  in  logical  order  and  includes  problems  of 
weights  and  measures,  specific  gravity,  specific  volume,  conversion 
and  reduction  of  formulas,  percentage  problems  of  every  kind, 
dilution  and  fortification,  alligation,  problems  involving  chemical 
formula?  and  reactions,  and  numerous  miscellaneous  problems.

The  course  of  lectures  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  permit  those 
who  desire  it  to  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to  employment. 

The  Dean  will  keep  a  register  of  students  seeking  such  employ- 
ment and  will  give  every  assistance  possible  in  procuring  it. 

Applicants  desiring  to  be  placed  in  positions  are  requested  to 
write  to  the  Dean  full  particulars  concerning  themselves  as  to  age, 
experience,  by  whom  they  had  been  employed,  and  references. 

Pharmacists  desiring  help  are  requested  to  communicate  with 
the  Dean. 

Those  desiring  positions  must  bear  in  mind  that,  as  most  of 
the  time  is  spent  at  college,  they  cannot  expect  to  receive  much 
compensation,  and  that  the  time  they  are  employed  in  the  stores 
will  be  occupied  with  their  employer's  duties,  so  that  there  is  little 
time  left  for  study.  We  will  endeavor,  however,  to  place  all 
desiring  positions.  We  make  no  promise  to  secure  positions  for 
all  who  apply,  and  past  experience  has  demonstrated  that  the 
student  can  better  succeed  by  coming  here  and  making  applica- 
tion in  person. 

The  demand  for  competent  and  reliable  drug  clerks  through- 
out the  South  is  altogether  unprecedented.  Registered  men  are 
offered  lucrative  positions  and  still  they  cannot  be  found.  The 
demand  for  our  graduates  has  always  been  greater  than  the  supply. 
In  Louisiana,  as  in  all  other  states,  the  law  requires  a  man 
to  be  registered,  and  in  order  for  him  to  become  registered  he 
must   go   before   the    Board   of   Pharmaceutical     Examiners     and 
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pass  the  examination.  This  he  cannot  do  unless  he  is  a  grad- 
uate from  a  first-class  practical  school  of  pharmacy.  The  drug 
store  training  of  today  is  wholly  inadequate  to  prepare  the 
prospective  pharmacist  for  board  examinations.  Board  of  Phar- 
macy examinations  necessarily  include  Chemistry,  Pharmacy, 
Materia  Medica,  Pharmaceutical  Arithmetic  and  Practical  Work. 
These  subjects  are  not  taught  in  the  drug  store,  nor  is  the  clerk 
given  any  time  for  study  there.  Moreover,  the  task  of  acquiring 
a  sufficient  knowledge  of  them  is  hopeless  without  due  system, 
good  teachers,  and  above  all,  abundant  laboratory  practice. 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  Loyola  University  has  sent  out 
into  the  field  something  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  graduates, 
and  they  are  now  scattered  in  every  part  of  this  country.  Our 
best  asset  is  the  record  made  by  these  former  students.  They 
seldom  fail  to  pass  any  State  Board  Examination  and  they  are 
today  filling  some  of  the  responsible  positions  in  the  drug  world, 
while  many  are  in  business  on  their  own  account.
